Possible Amendment of 
House Measure in Sen- 
ate Would Endanger 
Its Repassage in Lower 
Chamber.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 3 — 
Notwithstanding the progress 
made by anti-strike legislation in 
the Missouri Legislature, it is by 
no means certain that labor has 
lost its fight to prevent the pas- 
sage of restrictive measures that 
would prevent or hamper strikes. 

‘While the bills seemingly oc- 
cupy advantageous positiong on 
the Senate calendar, one of them 
having been passed in the House, 
there are legislative hurdles yet 
to be encountered that they may 
have difficulty in clearing. 

The legislation attempts four 
things in the denial or restriction 
of what labor in recent years 
considered its inalienable rights: 

1. Prohibiting —— by em- 
ployes of public utilities. 

2. Prohibiting jurisdictional 
and sympathy es, secon- 

boycotts and strikes by 
public employes. 

3. Making in any strike 
which has not authorized 
by a majority vote of ajl per- 
sons in a collective bargaining 
unit who are eligible to vote. 

4. Use of the injunction and 
— other legal process to com-

strikes by public employes and 
for causes other than 


than the others, although it is 
possible that all will be passed. 
Its danger lies in the possibility 
of amendment in the Senate, re- 
quiring its return to the House 
for concurrence in amendments 
and repassage. 

To avoid this danger, every pos- 
sible effert will be exerted in the 
Senate to defeat all amendments 
submitted by opponents of the 
legislation. There seems no doubt 
that the necessary 18 votes for 
passage of a bill in the Senate 
will be obtained for the King- 
Thompson bill, but amendments 
may be adopted by a bare major- 
ity of those voting. 

When the bill was passed in the 
House 10 days ago it received 84 
votes, or only six more than the 
78 required under the Constitu- 
tion. There were 40 votes in op- 
position and 30 Representatives 
were absent. , 

If repassage in the House be- 
comes necessary because of Sen- 
ate amendments, it will be neces- 
sary for the proponents to get 78 
votes. This would mean the hold- 
ing of practically all the votes cast

Maine Chance Colt Leads All the Way and 
Pays $12.80; Phalanx Finishes Second, 
Faultless Third; Time of 2:06 4-5 Is Slow. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 3 (INS) 
—Jet Pilot, living up to his dram- 
atic name, streaked to victory in 
the seventy-third running of the 
$100,000 Kentucky Derby at 
Churchill Downs today.

photograph to determine the re- 
sult. Inches behind the winner 
was the favored Phalanx, whipped 
to a lather by die Arcaro, dis- 
appointed at failure to become the 
first jockey to ride four Derby 
winners. 

Faultless finished third — a 
length in front of California's 
On Trust. 

The winner, owned by Mrs. 
Elizabeth Arden Graham, paid 
$12.80, $5.20 and $4 in the mutuels. 


Phalanx, owned by C. V. Whit- 
ney, returned $4 and 33. 

Faultless paid $4.60 for show. 

The stirring mile and a quarter 
classic, run in a bedlam from an 
estimated 100,000 spectators, was 
run in the comparatively slow 
time of 2:06 45, ‘ive a fraction 
seconds slower than the record 
set by Whirlaway, with Arcaro 
up, in 1941, The track was slow. 

Jet Pilot, starting from next 
to the extreme outside where the 
slow track was drying well, cata- 
pulted into the lead ig if, jet- 
propelled in the first few drives, 
and never relinquished that lead. 

There wasn't a prouder man in 
the world, when the results went 
up, than little Eric Guerin. The 
rangy, razor-faced 23-year-old boy 
from Maringouin, La., was riding 
in his first derby, and he made 
it a great debut by keeping his 
rib-straining colt out of trouble 
all the way.

Package Increase of 
35.14 a Week Said to

WASHINGTON, May 3 (AP)— 
The government was reported to- 
night to have proposed a “pack- 
age” increase of $5.14 a week to 
settle the long-distance part of 
the telephone strike, but the 
American Telephone & Telegraph 
Co, turned thumbs: down on any 
such formula, 

George S. Dring, A. T. & T. vice 
president, would not acknowledge 
that there was a government pro- 
posal before the strike negotiators, 
but he told a reporter: “In case of 


any proposition of that kind, the 
company would be opposed. We 
strongly believe that a settlement 
should be reached by free collec- 
tive bargaining between the com- 
pany and the union on the basis 
of all the facts. It is for that rea- 
son that we would be opposed to 
any such proposition by the gov- 
ernment?’ en 

On the question of what actually 
had been proposed—or whether 
anything had been put forward at 
all—Dring would say only that 
„you'll have to ask the Concilia- 
tion Service about that.” 

Government’s Formula. 

The formula had been reported 
earlier by a person in close touch 
with the negotiations, 

The proposal calls for a $4.50 
average wage increase, the exact 
sum to be worked out between the 
union and the company for each 
city, plus “fringe” settlements 
approximating another 64 cents a 
week, } 

This disclosure was reported, 
although Government conciliators 
announced they had requested 
“strict.secrecy* ef all parties con- 
cerned, 

The “fringe” proposals involve 
vacation, pension and other pro- 
jons included in an agree 
nitialed by the American Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Co.’s long-line 
division and the American Union 
of Telephone Workers April 10. 
Because it provided for arbitra- 
tion of the wage question, this 
agreement was rejected by the 
National Federation of Telephone 
Workers policy committee. The 
long-lines union is a part of the

Answer Sought Today.

Premier Says American 
and Soviet Economic 
Systems Can Exist in 
Harmony if There Is 
Mutual Desire.

WASHINGTON, May 3 (AP)— 
Prime Minister Stalin told Harold 
E. Stassen that the differing eco- 
nomic systems of Russia and the 
United States can exist in har- 
mony together if there is a will to 
co-operate. He added that Russia 
“wants to co-operate” and “does 
not propose” to wage war against 
the United States. 

Stalin also made the flat decla- 
ration “that international control 
and inspection” of atomic energy 
“will be established in my view 
and it will be of great impor- 
tance.” Use of this great new 
force for war “will be prohibited,” 
he forecast, 


Stassen, former Minnesota Gov- 
ernor and Republican presidential 
aspirant, made public tonight, with 
Stalin’s consent, the transcript of 
an 80-minute interview he had 
with the Russian leader in Moscow 
April 9. Foreign Minister V. M. 
Molotov was present. 


Views on Other Subjects. 


Stalin made these other points: 
1, That calling each other 
names and in

2. There are “big differences” 
over atomic controls, but there 
will be an ultimate agreement. 
“The peaceful use of atomic en- 
ergy will bring great technologi- 

changes. It is a very great 
matter. As for the use of atom- 
ic energy for war purposes, this 
in all probability will be pro- 
hibited, It will be a problem in 
the long run that will be met by 
the consciences of the people 
and it will be prohibited.” 

3. The shortage of food and 

raw materials “is the tragedy” 

of present-day Europe. 

4. “Things are not bad in the 
United States. America is pro- 
tected by two oceans. In the 
North there is a weak country, 
Canada, and to the South a weak 
country, Mexico, and so you need 
not be afraid of them.” 

5. The United States also is 
favored by the fact that “two 
competitors in the world market 
—Japan and Germany—have 
been eliminated.” South Ameri- 
ca is “also a market.” 

Stassen’s interview was obtained 
on a trip financed by the Ladies’ 
Home Journal. He said the maga- 
zine “underwrote the complete ex- 
pense related to the entire jour- 
ney” which took him to other 
European countries as well as 
Russia. He is to write three ar- 
ticles for the magazine.

24 FARBEN MEN 
INDICTED BY US. 
AS WAR MAKERS 


Accused of Using Cartel 
Links to Stop American 
Manufacture of War 
Materials. 


NUERNBERG, May 3 (AP)—A 
20,000-word war crimes indictment 
charging 24 members of the giant 
I. G. Farben combine with mak- 


ing cartel arrangements “carefully 
designed to weaken the United 
States as an arsenal of democ- 
racy” was filed today with the 
American military tribunal. 

Brig. Gen. Telford Taylor, chief 
counsel, presented the indictment 
setting out the successive steps 
the world’s largest chemical com- 
pany took to prepare Germany for 
war, and its role in waging war. 

It accused the 24 men of spon- 

soring Agolf Hitler’s war aims, 
and of using slave labor, mass 
murder and plundering of private 
properties to carry them out. 
Among the top officials- indicted 
were Carl Krauch, chairman of 
the Farben supervisory board of 
directors; 
Hermann Schmitz, chairman of 
the managing board of directors, 
and Georg von Schnitzler, chief of 
all foreign and domestic sales di- 
visions.

TEAR GAS SIEGE 
QUELLS RAGE RIOT 
IN ARMY PRISON 


One Prisoner Killed, Five 
Guards and Six In- 
mates Injured at Fort 
Leavenworth. 


FORT LEAVENWORTH, Kan., 
May 3 (AP)—The Army quelled 
a race riot in which one prisoner 
at the Disciplinary Barracks was 
killed and five guards and six 
prisoners injured today. Capitu- 
lation or 514 white prisoners who 


had defied a surrender ultimatum 
was forced late in the afternoon. 

Earlier, 213 Negro prisoners in 
another cell block surrendered 
after a night and morning of riot- 
ing and disorder that forced the 
Army to send to Kansas City for 
additional supplies of tear gas. 

The task of clearing the white 
prisoners: cell block was com- 
pleted at 6:20 p.m. No bodies 
were found, and only two of the 
prisoners required hospitalization 
—one a prisoner who had malaria, 
and another who was suffering 
from an old injury. Both condi- 
tions had been aggravated by the 
tear gas. 

The rioting grew out of resent- 
ment of white prisoners at having 
to eat in the same mess hall with 
Negroes.

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Cannon, Keefe Call Each Other 
The Greatest Piddlin' Piddler’

WASHINGTON, May 3—Who is 
the greatest piddler, Representa- 
tive Clarence Cannon (Dem.), 
Missouri, or Representative Frank 
B. Keefe (Rep.), Wisconsin, be- 
came a matter of great moment 
in the House yesterday. 


The issue of partisan politics 
was raised in debate on veterans’ 
payments, bringing from Cannon 
the assertion that the last time 
he had an argument with Keefe 
the latter charged him with “prac- 
ticing piddlin’ politics” and then 
took refuge behind a parliamen- 
tary rule which prevented Cannon 
from replying. 

“Why, Mr. Chairman,” said Can- 
non yesterday, “of all the piddlin’ 
politicians that ever piddled pid- 
dlin’ politics on this floor, my 
esteemed friend, the gentleman 
from Wisconsin, is the greatest 
piddler that ever piddled.” 


This apparently was too much 
for Keefe, who fell silent to pon- 


der the accusation of his antago- 
nist. Some 20 minutes later he 
asked another Republican to yield 
the floor to him. 

“The gentleman from Missouri,” 
Keefe said, “referred to the gentle- 
man from Wisconsin as a piddler 
—the greatest piddler he had ever 
known. I do not know just what 
he means by piddler.“ It is appar- 
ently a term of abuse, which the 
distinguished gentleman from Mis- 
souri is very capable of passing 
out. 


“But may I say that in the. 


years I have been a member of 
the Appropriations Committee 
under the chairmanship of the dis- 
tinguished gentleman from Mis- 
souri I had great training in the 
art of piddling. The greatest 
teacher of them all in the art of 
piddling, as every member of this 
Congress knows, is the djstin- 
guished gentleman from Missouri.” 

Webster’s dictionary defines 
piddle as: “To deal or work in a 
trifling or petty way; to act or 
concern oneself idly or inefficient- 
ly; to trifle; play; putter.”

U.S. POLICY AIMS 
AT DEMOCRATIC 
REICH, CLAY SAYS 


Germans Should Have 
Primary Responsibility 
for Governing Selves,

He Declares. 


BERLIN, May 3 (AP) — The pro- 
gram of the American military 
government is directed toward 
the estahlishment of a democracy 
‘in the German government and 
the German people with a view to 
the eventuai peaceful participation 
by Germany in international rela- 
tions,” Gen, Lucius D. Clay said 
today in a directive of the objec- 
tives and principles of military 
government. 

The. directive by the American 
commander in Europe is a revi- 
sion of prev:ious military govern- 
ment policy statements to include 
significant. changes which have 
occurred during the past year. 

Democracy cannot be imposed 
by a foreign power but must be 
rooted in the convictions of the 
people themselves and must be 
learned by experience and prac 
tice, the directive continued, 

The German people and govern- 
ment may be aided in this, how- 
ever, by informed and tactful 
advice and guidance, it added. 

It is the view of the United 
States Government that the Ger- 
man people throughout Germany, 
under proper safeguards, should 
now be given primary responsi- 
bility for running their own af- 
fairs in order that they may learn 
and practice democracy. 

The directive emphasized that 
although Germany is a defeated 
nation, it is not intended to de- 
stroy or enslave the German peo- 
ple but to occupy Germany for 
the purpose of realizing certain 
important Allied objectives, 

The principal objective of the 
United States, Cen. Clay said, 
“was to assure that Germany 
never again will threaten her 
neighbors or the peace of the 
world.” 

In implementing this principal 
objective, Clay’s directive said it 
was American policy to place spe- 
cial emphasis upon the more con- 
structive program of democratize- 
tion because militaristic and other 
totalitarian threats would finally 
be eliminated only if the German 
people learn to think, believe and 
act in terms of democracy, peace, 
and the rights of others.

At present, the Bureau of Iden- 
tification on the fourth floor has 
on file some 50,000 individual 
envelope, or folder, files. From 
these, new master cards are being 
prepared, which will contain com- 
plete information as to the appear- 
‘ance, habits, dress and the types 
of crimes committed by an indi- 
vidual. 

These master cards, about nine 
inches long and three inches wide, 
will be filed in general classifica- 
tions by types of crimes, such as 
murder, robbery or assault, One 
‘of the machines being obtained 
will automatically select from a 
given general file all cards of per- 
sons answering a general descrip- 


Identification Methods. 

“For instance,” Priest explained, 
“the victim of a holdup comes to 
police headquarters to attempt to 
identify the robber. He gives a 
general description of the crimi- 
nal. Cards filed under the rob- 
bery classification are placed in 
the machine, which is set to select 
those in a certain appearance 
group. These are sorted out by 
the machine and the victim of the 
robbery looks at the r 
; of all known robbers in the area, 
who answer the description, all in 
a matter of minutes.” 

A new system of rogues gallery 
pictures also is being incorporated 
in the master cards. In the cen- 
ter of each card, a small film neg- 
ative of the criminal’s picture is 
being placed. A projection machine 
is on order into which the card 
can be inserted and the picture 
will be flashed on a screen.

Passion 
of Bach Festival 


Choirs, Orchestra and Soloists Achieve Bal- 
ance in Presentation of Oratorio at 
Auditorium Opera House. 


The major event in the seventh 
annual Bach Festival, a perform- 
ance of “The Passion According 
to St. Matthew,” was given last 
night at Kiel Auditorium Opera 
House under direction of William 
B. Heyne. To present this mas- 
sive choral work, Heyne had the 
services of the St. Louis Bach 
Choir, the Festival Orchestra, a 
children’s choir and five soloists: 
Maude Nosler, soprano; Elsie 
MacFgriane, contralto; William 
Miller, tenor; Bruce Foote, bari- 
tone, and Robert Falk, bass. 


Few choral works fh the litera- 
ture rank with the Matthew Pas- 
sion for exalted expression and 
sustained inspiration. Its un- 
abridged performance requires 
more than four hours, yet it never 
flags; and the entire oratorio, for 
that is its form, is one continuous 
development with the emotion 
slowly cumulating as the text 
moves from the invitation to the 
Christian Church to the burial of 
Christ, 


As presented last evening; there 
were sufficient cuts to compass 
the performance within three 
hours. The cuts were judicious, 
even though it was regrettable 
that they had to be made in the 
interest telescoping the “playing 
time.” Heyne took the work at a 
slightly hastened pace which was 
aptly suited to the line of the 
music and seemed quite in keep- 
ing with the lofty spirit he sought 
maintain, 4 01 4 wie 272 
The choir and orchestra for the 
performance of the Passion are 
divided into two sections, some- 
times one playing alone to por- 
tray the various characters in the 
narrative, but together for the 
stanzas accorded to the disciples. 
With few exceptions, the bal- 
ance among the voices and instru- 
mentalists was firm and the out- 
pouring of tone rich and noble. 
The choir was fully imbued with 


the immensity of the music, espe- 
cially in the chorales where its 
accomplishment was perhaps the 
finest of its career. 

The soloists were largely in fine 
fettle. Foote, as at the first con- 
cert of the Festival Friday night, 
was the outstanding performer. 
His characterization of the lines 
of Jesus had an appropriate re- 
straint; his voice, of wide range, 
was equally appealing in all regis- 
ters. Miller as the Evangelist im- 
parted a pleasing oratorio style 
to the recitatives and a free flow 
to the tenor arias. 

Miss Nosler was more impres- 
sive than she had been the night 
before. Except for the aria, “To 
All Men,” in the second part of 
the Passion, in which her upper 
tones were constricted, she pro- 
duced a warm, fresh quality. Her 
phrasing was to be admired as 
was her control of dynamics. 

Miss Macfarlane gave a sym- 
pathetic rendition of the wonder- 
ful contralto aria, perhaps the 
finest moments in the Passion, 
“Have Mercy, Lord.” The violin 
obligato was played by Francis 
Jones, . 

Falk suffered from nervous- 
ness and this defect gave his at- 
tempts at incisiveness too much 
exaggeration. It also gave a tight- 
ness to his voice that prevented 
him from reaching the artistic 
level attained by the others, 

The performance, even with 
some minor deficiencies; was a 
cohesive and successful achieve- 
ment, The Matthew Passion is not 
an easy work to stage and the 
effectiveness with which it was 
given was the best test of Heyne’s 
application. A moderate-sized au- 
dience focussed concentrated at- 
tention on the event. ; 

The final concert in the Festi- 
val will be an organ recital this 
afternoon at 3 o'clock by Arthur 
Poister, in Third Baptist Church.

JUDGE’S PROTEST 
GETS ‘EMERGENCY’ 
PHONE CALL RATING 


Messages From U.S. Court 
Offices in Wheeling, W. 
Va., Refused. 


WHEELING, W. Va., May 3 
(AP)—An irate blast from the 
bench brought a strike-harried 
ager’s promise today that here- 
after calls from the United States 
District Court would be Classified 
as “emergency.” 

United States District Judge 
William E. Baker grew critical 
yesterday when calls emanating 
from court offices for attorneys 
were refused, 

“If this isn’t an emergency,” 
said the judge, “I don’t know 
what it would be. This court is 
operating at an enormous expense 
to the taxpayers and its work has 
been held up because some whip- 
per-snapper says the United 
States court can’t make a call. 

“I’m tired of this kind of fool- 
ishness, letting 18 or 20-year-old 
girls determine what is and what 
is not an emergency.” 

Manager W. L. Ford explained 
after a visit by a Deputy United 
States Marshall that the press of 
other local calls had created the 
situation, but that it would not 
be repeated. 


FOUND DEAD ON SIDEWALK, 
LACERATIONS ON HIS HEAD 


Ralph Moore, 36-year-old elec- 
trical worker, was found dead in 
the street in front of his home at 
3229 Wellsberg drive, Carsonville, 
early yesterday.’ St. Louis county 
deputy sheriffs said he apparently 
had fallen and struck his head 
on the pavement. 

A neighbor, George Free, 8231 
Wellsberg drive, told deputies he 
was awakened by the sound of 
dogs barking and went outside to 
investigate. He found Moore lying 
on the north side of the street 
with his head on the pavement. 

Free carried Moore into his 
home and called the sheriff. Moore 
was pronounced dead on arrival 
at the St. Louis County Hospital 
where physicians said he had se- 
vere lacerations of the head: Free 
told deputies he had heard no 
sounds of a fight. Moore had $3 
in his pocket.

Charles D. Bond, international 
representative of the pressmen’s 
union, when asked for comment, 
said: “I propose to wait until the 
union meets and see what the boys 
do before making a detailed state- 
ment. The offer gives a good 
scale, as compared with other 
cities. However, I do not care 
to forecast what will happen at 
the meeting. An increase of $7.50 
a week looks like a lot of money 
to some men. To others there is 
a matter of principle; in this case 
the cemparability of craftsman- 
ship ‘between the pressmen and 
the other newspaper crafts — the 
stereotypers and the printers. It 
is not always a mere question of 
money. The pressmen find it dif- 
ficult to accept less than the 
printers, who got $11.50.” 


Comment by Shelton. 


Commenting on the pending pro- 
posal, Sam Shelton, assistant to 
the publisher of the Post-Dispatch, 
said: “The basic weekly wage now 
proposed is $78.50 for day work. 
On the basis of a 37% hour week, 
which is the standard work week 
for pressmen in St. Louis for day 
work, the hourly rate is the sec- 
ond highest in the country. On 
the same hourly basis, the adjust- 
ed rate which would be $80.50 in- 
cluding the cost of living increase, 
and which would be in effect from 
May 1 for at least two months, 
would be the highest in the coun- 
try. This increase would make a 
total increase of $36.75 a week 
for St. Louis pressmen since Jan. 
1, 1941, In this period the printers’ 
weekly scale has been increased 
$34.50.” 


The proposed cost of living in- 
crease would be subject to further 
increase, decrease or possible dis- 
continuance, depending on the rise 
or fall of the consumers’ price in- 
dex for St. Louis as reported by 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics of 
the United States Department of 
Labor. The new basic scales, how- 
ever, could not be reduced during 
the term of the union’s existing 
contract with the publishers, 
which runs until Dec, 31, 1949.

New and 
higher index figures were re- 
leased by the Bureau of Labor 
statistics last Friday. These fig- 
ures, when applied to the formula 
proposed by the publishers, call 
for the additional $2 a week now 
being offered as a cost of living in- 
crease. 


Offer to Arbitrate. 


When negotiations were re- 
sumed Friday afternoon, the 
amount of the living cost adjust- 
ment was established at $2. The 
publishers at that time renewed 
their offer of a basic increase of 
$5.50, also noting that for the time 
being the actual increase would be 
$7.50, that is, $5.50 scale increase 
plus $2 cost of living increase, 


The contract between the pub- 
lishers and the pressmen’s union 
contains a provision requiring ar- 
bitration of any dispute which 
cannot be settled otherwise. The 
publishers proposed arbitration be- 
fore last month’s brief strike, and 
have again submitted the offer 
to arbitrate.

' MOSCOW, May 3 (AP)—New 
Times, the Soviet magazine on in- 
ternational affairs, said today that 
some people in the United States 
“spread organized slander about 
our country through their hire- 
. lings in editorial offices of numer- 
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ous papers and nes.“ 
Diliscussing the interview be- 
tween Prime Minister Stalin and 
Harold E. Stassen, former Minne- 
' gota governor, April 9, the maga- 
zine said some foreign press com- 
ment on this talk was “an obvi- 
ous effort to secure for irrespon- 
i sible journalists the right to print 
‘wild inventions about our coun- 
try.” a 
New Times referred to a partial 
transcript of the Stalin-Stassen 
talk concerning the press and 
censorship, made public here April 
‘14. (It was printed in the Post- 
Dispatch April 16. The transcript 
‘bf the rest of the interview, given 
out by Stassen tonight, is carried 
elsewhere in this edition.) 
Blast at Anne McCo 


New Times singled out Anne 
O'Hare McCormick for her com- 
‘ment in the New York Times on 
the interview, asserting, she ap- 
parently knows no more about the 
; habits and customs of our country 
than Columbus’ sailors did about 
radio.“ It said Mrs. McCormick 
recognized the examples cited by 
Stalin were “inexcusable,” but that 
here is where her sober discus- 


sons end.” 
In the interview Stalin said 
some American correspondents 
had “an ill mood” toward Russia 
and “it will be difficult in our 
country to dispense with censor- 
ship.” He cited news stories which 
he said were “rash and slanderous 
fabrications,” depicting the Soviet 
Union as a “sort of zoological 
garden” and “of course our people 
got angry and they had to resume 
censorship.” ): 
New Times quoted Mrs, Me- 
Cormick as saying that her paper 
would not keep a eorrespondent

who wrote incorrect dispatches. 
The magazine added that “mean- 


sian leaders did not slander each 
other in political campaigns but 
that such slander was customary 
in the United States. Denying, 
however, that there was any at- 
mosphere of seerecy about the ac- 
tions of Russian leaders, the mag- 
azine continued: 
“Soviet leaders are the subject 
of broad public discussion, but it 
is true the Soviet press does not 
give as much space to the per- 
sonal affairs and the personal life 
of its prominent people, as the 
Americau press does,” 
Ney Times said American news- 
papers filled their pages with re- 
rts of divorces and marriages 
articles about the ties and 
suits of this and that prominent 
leader, “thus distracting millions 
of readers from serious social 
questions important to the 
American people.” 

Comment on Korea Issue. 
In other comment, the magazine 
said the “official American assur- 
ances- that the goal of United 
States policy is to aid the Korean 
people mold an independent demo- 
cratic state is not confirmed by 
fact.” 


“It is evident,” it asserted, “from 
recently published letters ex- 
changed between (Foreign Minis- 
ter) Molotov and (Secretary of 
State) Marshall on the situation

Stassen (after introduction): 
Generalissimo Stalin, on this Eu- 
ropean trip I am particularly in- 
terested in studying conditions of 
an economic nature. In this re- 
gard, of course, the relations of 
the U.S.A. and the U.S. S. R. are 
very important. I realize that we 
have two economic systems that 
are very different. The U.S.S.R. 
with the Communist party and 
with its planned economy and 
socialized collective state and the 
U.S.A. with its free economy and 
regulated private capitalism are 
very different. I would be inter- 
tested to know if you think these 
two economic systems can exist 
together in the same modern 
world in harmony with each 
other? 


Stalin: Of course they can. 
The difference between them is 
not of essential importance 80 


assume from your statement now 
that the defeat of Fascist Ger- 
many and Japan have now 
changed that situation. 


Stalin: There was not a single 
party congress or plenary session 
of the central committee of the 
Communist party at which I said 
or could Have said that co-opera- 
tion between the two systems was 
impossible. I did say that there 
existed capitalist.encirclement and 
danger of atta on the U.S. S. R. 
If one party does not wish to co- 
operate then that means that 
there exists a threat of attack. 
And actually Germany not wishing 
to co-operate with the U.S. S. R. at- 
tacked the U.S. S. R. Could the 
U.S. S. R. have co-operated with 
Germany? Tes, the U.S. S. R. 
could have co-operated with Ger- 
many but the Germans did not 
wish to co-operate, Otherwise the 
U. S. S. R. could have co-operated 
with Germany as with any other 
eountry. As you see, this concerns 
the sphere of desire and not the 
possibility -of co-operating. It is 
necessary to make a distinction 
between the possibility of co-oper- 
ating and the wish to co-operate. 
The possibility of co-operation al- 
ways exists but there is not al- 
ways present the wish to co-oper- 
ate. If one party does not wish 
to co-operate then the result will 
be conflict, war. 


Stassen: It must be mutual. 
Stalin: Yes. I want to bear 


testimony to the fact that Russia 
wants to co-operate. 


operate, of course, but if there | 


there was a difference of economic 
systems, too. Imperialism, the 
development of state monopoly, 
and the oppression of workers are 
the evils of capitalism practiced 
by the Nazis. It seems to me we 
have been successful in America 
in preventing the monopoly of 
capitalism and the imperialistic 
trend and that the workers have 
made greater progress through 
use of the strength of their vote 
and their freedom than Karl Marx 
or Frederick Engels thought they 
could make—and this regulation 
of free capital and prevention of 
monopoly and freedom of workers 
in America makes the economic 
situation quite different from that 
which existed in Germany. 


Stalin: Let us not criticize mu- 
tually our systems. Everyone has 
the right to follow the system he 
wants to maintain, Which is bet- 
ter will be said by history, We 
should respect the systems chosen 
by the people and whether the 
system is good or bad is the busi- 
ness of the American people. To 
co-operate one does not need the 
same systems, One should respect 
the other system when approved by 
the people, Only on this basis can 
we secure co-operation. Only if 
we criticize, it will lead us too 
far, As for Marx and Engels, they 
were unable to foresee what would 
happen 40 years after their death. 
But we should adhere to mutual 
respect of people. Some people call 
the Soviet system totalitarian. Our 
people call the American system a 
monopoly capitalism. If we start 
calling each other names with 
words of monopolist and totalitari- 
an it will lead to no co-operation. 
We must start from the historical 
fact. that there are two systems 
approved by the people. Only on 
that basis is co-operation possible. 
If we distract each other with 
criticism that is propaganda. As 
to propaganda, I am not a propa- 
andist but a businesslike man. 
e should not be sectarianists. 
When the people wish to change 
the systems they will do so. When 
we met with Roosevelt to discuss 
the questions of war, we did not 
call each other names. We estab- 
lished co-operation and succeeded 
in defeating the enemy. 

Stassen: That sort of criticism 
has been a cause of misunder- 
standing after the war. Do you 
look forward in the future to a 
greater exchange of ideas and 
news, of students and teachers, 
of artists, of tourists, if there 
is co-operation? 

Stalin: This will happen in- 
evitably if co-operation is estab- 
lished. For an exchange of goods 
will lead to an exchange of 
people.

Stassen: One of my own great- 
grandfathers fled from the old 
empire militarism in What is now 
Czechoslovakia. Of course the 
geographical’ position has been of 
great assistance to the U. S. and 
we have been fortunate that the 
enemy in recent wars has been 
defeated far from our shores. But 
also under our free economic sys- 
tem we have been able to rapidly 
reconvert and resume large peace- 
time production since the war. 
Our problem now is to see to it 


an economic crisis, 
Stalin: Do you expect a crisis? 


Stassen: I do not. I believe we 
can regulate our capitalism and 
stabilize our production and em- 
ployment at a high level without 
any serious crisis. But it is the 
main problem to avoid a depres- 
sion in our economic system, With 
wise policies in government and 
through learning the lessons of 
1929 and the 1930s, we should 
have a successful, regulated, but 
not a monopolistic, capitalism 
with which we can avoid eco- 
nomic crisis. 


Stalin: The government must 
be vested with wide powers to ac- 
comptish that. The government 
must be strong and adopt broad 
measures. : 


Stassen: Yes, and the people 
must understand the measures of 
stabilization, and support the eco- 
nomic system. It is a new prob- 
lem as there has not been a paral-

Our principal mar- 
kets have been at home or in our

Stalin: About 10 per cent of 
American production was ex- 
ported before the war and South 
America is also a market. As to 
the capacity to purchase goods, I 
think there are merchants who 
will find the capacity to pay for 
them and they will re-sell to pea- 
sants. I think the merchants of 
these countries have accumulated 
cash to pay with, So, United 
States exports will increase to 20 
per cent. Is that not correct? 

Stassen: No. 

Stalin: Do you mean that? 

- Stassen: Yes. I think 15 per 
cent. Most merchants have ac- 
cumulated only local money, which 
in most instances is blocked and 
not good for movement from one 
country to another. So I think 
our real trade will not be over 15 
per cent, 

Stalin: Still if you take into con- 
sideration the volume of your pro- 
duction that is not a small figure. 

Stassen: No, it is not a small 
figure. 

Stalin: Do American industries 
have a lot of orders? Is that true? 
And that American factories are 
running at 100 per ecnt. Is that 
true? 

Stassen: Yes, substanstanially, 
but they are largely domestic or- 
ders. 

Stalin: But that is the most im- 
portant. 

Stassen: Food, women’s clothing, 
and shoes, for exampel are catch- 
ing up, but in such industries as 
automobiles, machine tools, loco- 
motives, they are way behind their 
orders, 

Stalin: Magazine analysts and 
the American press carry open re- 
ports to the effect that an eco- 
nomic crisis will break out. 

Stassen: Yes there have been 
those reports in the papers. Also 
reports that there would be eight 
million unemployed the year after 


the war. But they were wrong. 
The problem is one of leveling off 
at high production and stabliizing 
without having an economic crisis, 

Stalin: The regulation of pro- 
duction? 

Stassen: The regulation of cap- 
italism.: There are those who say 
there will be a depression, but I 
am optimistic and say we can 
avoid a depression. I find a broad- 
er understanding by the people of 
2 of capitalism than be- 

ore. 

Stalin: But what about business 
men? Will they be prepared to be 
regulated and restrained? 

Stassen: No. Some will have ob- 
jections, 

Stalin: Yes, they do. 

Stassen: But they understand 
the 1929 depression should not be 
repeated and they understand 
better now the necessary regula- 
tions concerning business. It re- 
quires a careful amount of fair 
regulation and wise decisions and 
prompt action by the Government. 

Stalin: That is true. 

Stassen: But all systems and all 
forms of government require that. 
If bad mistakes are made under 
any kind of government then it is 
harmful for the people. 

Stalin: Yes. 

Stassen: Japan and Germany 
demonstrated this. 

Stalin: Yes, warlords guided the 
economy and they didn’t under- 
stand anything about the economy. 
Tojo, the war leader in Japan, 
only knew how to wage war. 

Stassen: I appreciate this op- 
portunity of talking with you and 
the time you have given me.

vision and troop carrier aircraft 
will engage in joint Arctic exer- 
cises in Alaska beginning next 
Nov. 1. 

Gen. Jacob L. Devers, Army 
ground forces commander, said 
last winter’s maneuvers convinced 
him that new emphasis must be 
placed on the use of “air trans- 
portable” foot soldiers in those 
areas. 

This follows a Navy request to 
Congress yesterday for a construc- 
tion program to include subma- 
rines and surface ships especially 
equipped for duty in ice-packed 
Arctic waters. 

After last winter’s experiments 


in Alaska with two Army ground 
task forces some experts said 
there was no prospect that in- 
fantry troops could be moved by 
land in the Arctic cold. The most 
feasible way is to carry them by 
air, these experts reported. 

“The air transportability train- 
ing encompassed in the proposed 
exercises,” said tonight's Army!

NEW YORK, May 3 (AP)—Fi- 
nancial aid to Greece was en- 
dorsed by National Association of 
Manufacturers directors today in 
a statement which said that “in 
view of her (Greece's) present | 
economic plight it would seem al- 
most certain that any aid extend- 
ed at this time should be in the 
form of a gift.” \ 

The directors expressed belle: 
aid to Greece was “justified, with- 
in certain limitations, because of 
her strategic, economic and mili- 
tary position.” 

Commenting on proposals to aid 
[Turkey, the N. A. M. statement said 
these are based almost entirely 
on military considerations, upon 
which we do not feel competent 
to comment.“ It added that be- 
cause of Turkey's general eco- 
nomie situation, however, we be- 
re | lieve that any aid extended at this 
time should be on a loan or credit 
basis.“ 

Discussing financial assistance 
to foreign countries, the N. A. M. 
directors said any gifts made 
“should not be disguised as loans 
or credits” and that gifts for eco- 
nomic rehabilitation “should be 
limited to an amount necessary to 
put the recipient country in an 
economic position to apply to the 
International Bank or similar in- 
¢|ternational agencies, or to private 
financing” for further aid. 

Recommendations which the 
N.A.M, said should guide United 
States policy on foreign aid in- 
cluded: 

Any gift, loan or credit should 
“provide definite limitations and 
requirements as to what the bene- 
wae |ficiary will do in consideration o: 
the benefit received; it should 
also provide for adequate United 
States supervision of the expen- 
diture in an economic and strictly 
nonpartisan manner.” 

“There should be full publicity 
within the limitations of military 
security in all forms of financial 
action taken by the Government.”

Pete Weibeft, business agent for 
the union, said the agreement was 
made in accordance with Presi- 
dent Truman’s request to get 
prices down. By agreeing to work 
for old rates, he said, the union 
was doing its part to keep labor 
costs down, : 

Terms of. the agreement con- 
cluded yesterday provide that en- 
gineers remain at work on homes 
at rates of $1.65 an hour for inter- 
mediate hoisting and $2 an hour 
for heavy hoisting. It provides 
that any agreement on wages ne- 
gotiated in the future for heavy 
2 will be retroactive to May 
i 7. : 

The union has demanded rates 
of $2 and $2.50 on commercial and 
industrial construction from mem- 


bers of the St. Louis Master Build- 


ers and the Municipal Contrac- 
tors Association. It rejected a 15- 
cent increase offer from the two 
associations and the offer was 
withdrawn after rejection.

An accelerated infjux of 
“foreigners,” it is said, would create unfair 
employment competition, compound the na- 
tion's acute housing shortage, and open up 
immigration floodgates that would be diffi- 
eult to close once the pattern was set. 


To these objections a fourth is added 
but not for the record. Most of the refu- 
gees are Jewish, and there are enough Jews 
in America,” this argument goes. And it is 
a potent one when spread around by racial 
bigots, rabble-rousers, and professional mer- 
ehants of hate. Britain's Foreign Minister 
Bevin revealed himself as a victim of this 
prejudice-poison when he shouted in a 
speech that the United States didn’t want 
any refugees because there were too many 
“Jews in New York already.” Subsequently 
Bevin blamed President Truman for Eng- 
1 failure to settle the Palestine prob-

Truman Wants U.S. 
To Do Its Full Part. 


President Truman, long alert to the plight 
of the displaced persons, strongly recom- 
mended that Congress “authorize the United 
States to do its full part“ in accepting Euro- 
pean refugees. Counter-balancing the pend- 
ing administration bills to relax immigra- 
tion quotas are measures to tighten present 
restrictions, and some voices have been 
raised in favor of a temporary halt of all 
immigration into the United States, 

To those who fear that any change in the 
quotas would result in an unchecked immi- 
gration flow from Middle Burope, it fs 
pointed out that the legislation urged by the 
Citizens Committee on Displaced Persons 
would specifically limit the entry of refugees 
to 100,000 a year for four years, after which 


the existing quota system would prevall 
again. 


It also is emphasized by proponents that 
acceptance of the 400,000 would mean eon- 


normally would have been admitted during 
the war years. Only 15 per cent of the 
European quota of 154,000 immigrants per- 
mitted each year under the immigration law 
was, utilized. Since unused quotas are not 
allowed to accumulate, an increased influx 
to make up for the war slack cannot be 
legally permitted. Another obstacle is that 
many of the displaced persons are living in 
countries with minute immigration quotas. 


As to the objection that the refugees 
would compete with Americans for jobs, the 
Citizens’ Committee has recommended a 
program under which the immigrants would 
be channeled into rural areas where there is 
a shortage of farm labor. The committee 
further is developing a plan to house the 
refugees temporarily in unused Army bar- 
racks; later they would be placed with 
American families. 


Existing immigration restrictions relating 
to health, politics and morals would, of 
course, be kept in force in admitting the 
displaced persons, so that no undesirables 
would be able to taint the nation. 
The 860,000 d.p.’s in European camps 
represent only the nucleus of “non-repatri- 
ables” w ot or will not go back to th 
Pts birth because of the eros 
they suffered at the hands of Nazi or Ger- 
man-dominated persecutors. Although the 
war has been over for two years, they con- 
tinue to live in modified concentration 
camps, crowded like animals, underfed and 
woefully unhappy. ir low morale under- 
mines the psychological and economic re- 
construction of all Europe. 
Contrary to popular belief, the Jews do 
not comprise even a majority of the dis- 
placed persons. An UNRRA spokesman in 
Washington recently estimated that only 17 
per cent of all displaced persons were of the 
Jewish faith, and he added that almost all 
of them wanted to be resettled in Palestine. 
The major nationalities among the refugees, 
in descending numerical order, are Poles, 
Ukranians, Balts (Lithuanians, Latvians and 
Estonians) and Yugoslavs. 


uropean Refugees 

Stil 1 More Than Million. 

By the beginning of this year, the United 
States, Great Britain and France had re- 
patriated about 11 million people. The 
number of. refugees still in Europe is be- 
lieved to be at least 1,300,000. Of this 
number, as already stated, about 850,000 
are estimated to be non-repatriable.“ At 
first it was believed that many of these 
could be resettled overseas within a short 
time. The United Nations, however, has re- 
ceived o one concrete offer for substan- 
tial resettlement—Brazil agreed last autumn 
to admit 7000 displaced persons. 

The refugee work of UNRRA will end 
next June 30, with the bare possibility that 
the UN International Refugee Organization 
is placed in operation by that date. Respon- 
sible UN sources have expressed their con- 
viction that the IRO probably will have to 
provide facilities for several hundred thou- 
sand refugees for another generation, and 
for an unknown number for the balance of 
their lives. 

As projected in the Immigration Act of 
1924, the present immigration policy of the 
United States divides the world into three 
broad zones. An unrestricted area is the 
Western Hemisphere. Eligible native-born 
citizens of countries of North and South 


limitation. Most of Asia is included in a 
barred zone. With only a few exceptions, 
no immigrants from this sone are admitted 
for permanent residence. The rest of the 
world is allowed to send an annual quota of 
only 154,879 immigrants for permanent set- 
tlement. Of this number, 81.9 per cent, or 
126,058 persons, may be citizens of Euro- 
pean countries. 

The share of the world quota allotted each 
nation to which the quota system applies is 
based on the number of inhabitants in the 
United States in 1920 from those nations. 
Under this system the annual maximum im- 
migration quotas dor Duropean nations are 
(to name a few): Great Britain and North- 
ern Ireland, 65,721; Germany, 25,957; Eire, 
17,863; Poland, 6524; France, 3086; 
Sweden, $314, Netherlands, 3153. 

In some countries where the emigration 
need is most evident the lowest quotas pre- 
vail, as for example: Yugoslavia, 845; Hun- 
gary, 869; Estonia, 116; Latvia, 2386; Bul-

Most plans to ease the admittance of 
European immigrants are based on the fact 
that the annual legal total of quota immi- 
grants is never reached in any single year. 
During the period 1931-45, with the excep- 
tion of 1939, the number of unused quotas 
has exceeded 100,000 annually. The cumu- 
lative total of unused quotas since the Act 
of 1924 is nearly two million. 

In the fiscal year 1946 Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland, with a quota of over 65,- 
000, sent only 12,946 quota ithmigrarts’t6 
the United States. Only 6596 immigrants 
were credited to the total German-Austrian 
quota of more than 27,000, in the same 
year. Yet not only does our present law 
prohibit the accumylation of unused quotas, 
but it also forbids the transfer of unused 
quotas in one country to another with a 
more dire immigration problem, 

Fiorello H. La Guardia, former UNRRA 
director, proposed last summer that the un- 
used quotas of all nations be pooled and 
distributed during a six-months’ period 
among displaced persons without regard to 
a refugee’s place of birth. He estimated 
that such a pooling would permit the imme- 
diate entry of about 120,000 refugees. He 
emphasized that his plan would not increase 
the total annual number of immigrants now 
allowed to enter this nation under existing 
law. Representative Arthur Klein (Dem.), 
of New York has sponsored a bill incorpo- 
rating the La Guardia proposal. 

In the Senate, Irving M. Ives, New York 
Republican, has proposed a variation of this 
pooling plan, under which the United States 
would combine the unused portions of our 
immigration quotas for the war years and 
make those quotas usable in 1947-48, for 
displaced persons. The unused quotas in 
the four fiscal years 1942-45 aggregated 
570,647.

Pooling Principle 
Endorsed by the AFL. 


The pooling principle as a solution has 
been indorsed by the American Federation 
of Labor, and many other groups, The 
Jewish Labor Committee has announced that 
49 members of Congress, including seven 
Senators, have promised sympathetic consid- 
eration of the plan. The seven Senators are 
Ball (Minn.), Butler (Nebr.), Ferguson 
(Mich.), Saltonstall (Mass.), Smith (N.J.) 
and Vandenberg (Mich.), Republicans, and 
one Democrat, Wagner (N.Y.). 

While this appears to be an encouraging 
sign, powerful opposition to any immigra- 
tion relaxation is anticipated. A portent of 
this opposition was given last year by Sena- 
tor Richard B. Russell (Dem.) of Georgia, 


at that time chairman of the Immigration 
Committee, who declared sharply that any 
plan like La Guardia’s would encounter seri- 
ous trouble in Congress. 

Russell said he was opposed to any change 
in the immigration laws and would have 
to see “substantial reason“ before giving 
approval to proposals to apply one nation’s 
unused quotas to another country. He 
viewed as a “dangerous precedent” Presi- 
dent Truman’s recommendation that Con- 
gress pass special legislation to permit entry 
of displaced persons. The functions of the 
Immigration Committee now have been ab- 
sorbed by the Judiciary Committee, of 
which Senator Russell is not a member. 


Two Representatives 


Would Tighten Up Laws. 


In the House two Representatives, both 
Texas Democrats, have fathered measures 
to tighten further the present restrictive im- 
migration laws, Representative Gossett has 
called for a reduction of 60 per cent in all 
quotas for a period of 10 years, retroactive 
to July 1, 1941, Representative Fisher 
favors a bill to cut national quotas by 25 
per cent for a 10-year period. Gossett first 
introduced his measure in 1945, at which 
time the American Legion warmly supported 
it. Last Oct. 31, however, Legion Com- 
mander Paul H. Griffith said his organiza- 
tion no longer objects to present quota 
levels, but does oppose any quota increases. 
The Veterans of Foreign Wars and Regular 
Veterans Association see the Gossett bill as 
a step in the right direction.“ 

Explaining his opposition to any hike in 
quotas, Griffith said this country has a dis- 
placed persons problem of its own. “There 
are probably four million of our own peo- 
ple,“ he said, “who are half-housed, il- 
housed, or actually unhoused, and a sock- 


less veterans.“ An influx of refugees, he 
contended, would work undue hardship on 
veterans in competition for homes, jobs, and 
consumer goods, 

Senator Maybank (Dem.) of South Caro- 
lina has sponsored legislation for complete 
stoppage of all immigration for a five-year 
period. Four other bills have been proposed 
by Senator Stewart of Tennessee and Rep- 
resentatives Allen of Louisiana, Pace of 
Georgia and Rankin of Mississippi, all Demo- 
crats, which would stop all immigration 
whenever total unemployment in the United 
States reached designated figures, ranging 
from 100,000 to one million. 


Commission to Study 
Subject Recommended. 


The House Immigration Committee late 
in 1945 reported, after a lengthy study, that 
adequate overall legislation on immigration 
could not be framed, nor could popular sup- 
port for it be obtained, until a ‘‘thorough 
analysis” of the situation was made. It 
recommended that Congress name a commis- 
sion of full-time experts to make such an 
analysis and recommend proper legislation 
to deal with the refugee problem. But the 
Seventy-Ninth Congress failed to act on this 
recommendation, with the result that the 
present Congress does not have the guid- 
ance it needs. In consequence the pros- 
pects for increased immigration are any- 
thing but bright.

Between these two diametric poles of the 
gilt-painters and the ealamity howlers 
stands William Benton, the tough-fibered 
former advertising man who actually has 
the U.S. A.-selling assignment. 

As Assistant Secretary of State for Pub- 
lic Affairs, Bill“ Benton, a suave, blue- 
eyed, florid-faced dynamo at 47, is in full 
charge of the nation’s unprecedented peace- 
time Information and Cultural Relations 
program. It's a vast and vital undertak- 
ing, little understood by the average cit- 
izen and not wholly comprehended by some 
Congressmen, who have beefed about Ben- 
ton’s budget ambitions. 

For the fiscal year 1946-47 the Congress 
appropriated $19,284,775 for the OIC (Of- 
fice of Information and Cultural Relations), 
and $5,375,000 for the Interdepartmental 
Committee on Scientific and Cultural Co- 
operation, which co-ordinates the interna- 
tional activities of 42 government bureaus 
and agencies. Benton is seeking an even 
higher appropriation for the next fiscal year, 
and is determined to wage a hard fight to 
win congressional approval. 

Benton has made clear to some wary 
legislators that he has no desire to engage 
in nationalistic tub-thumping akin to the 
shrill huckstering of many commercial ad- 
vertising agencies. He feels that the prod- 
uct he has to sell to the rest of the world 
—the U.S.A.—can be sold“ on its merits, 
without any misrepresentations, exaggera- 
‘tions, dilutions or other devices of false ad- 
vertising. He wants other countries to see 
America as it really is, and he ia eonfident 
of the result. 

Coincidentally, he is anxious to nail down

the distortions and outright lies which he 
says are being spread in many other na- 
tions by anti-Ameri- 
can propagandists. 

“News of the 
United States, in a 
good many other 
countries,” Benton 
told the Post-Dis- 
patch, “largely fea- 
tures strikes, recon- 
version trouble, la- 
bor exploitation, and 
unrest in such a 
manner as to give 
the distinct impres- 
sion that the United 
States is continuous- 
ly in the grip of a 
major crisis. 

“You might ar- 
gue: ‘But such alle- 
gations are merely 
words that the facts 
disprove.’ And I 
wholeheartedly 
agree. But the facts 
are not available in 
many countries of 
the world, and are 
not adequately available throughout most 
of the world.” 


That sums up Benton's worldwide job as 
he sees it: to present the facts. He looks 
upon his information and cultural division 
not as a propaganda agency but a truth- 
telling agency. The recent much-publicized 
inauguration of daily short-wave radio 
broadcasts to the Soviet Union was but one 
small phase of a sweeping program embrac- 
ing a multitude of activities that reach 
every part of the world, designed to be fac- 
tually informative, educational and cultural, 
and to supplement existing commercial op- 
erations abroad. 

The OIC, as Benton’s division is known, 
absorbed and integrated the major wartime 
functions of the Office of War Information 
and the Office of the Co-ordinator of Inter- 
American Affairs. In operation as a com- 
pact State Department unit since January, 
1946, it first of all offers assistance to pri- 
vate American enterprises, as noted. 


Seeks to Break Down 
Foreign News Censorship. 


On this level it seeks to break down 
foreign censorship of news, to lower cable 
rates, to eliminate excess{ve taxes and du- 
ties on the shipment of books, to assist 
philanthropic foundations in arranging ex- 
changes of scholars and books, to encour- 
age American professional societies to carry 
on relations with comparable groups over- 
seas, and similar endeavors. 

Simultaneously, on an independent level, 
it uses Government funds to distribute 
abroad documentary films, photographic ex- 
hibits, and basic information about the 
United States.

About three-fourths of it is intended for

man, and a librarian. From 10 to 26 
native employes assist as translators, mes- 
sengers and clerks.

A law ought to be passed that would 
give the laboring man a teed 
minimum wage, eno to enable him 
to support his family. 

This would enable younger men to 
merry, secure in the knowledge that 
they could support wives. 

If a man’s wages were sufficient to 
Provide for his family, most married 
women would go back to keeping house 
and raising their children. 

The children would then be kept off 

streets, and I think would mot get 
into as many unhappy_situations as they 
do today. : 

‘Ef women did not work in factory, jobs, 
this would pore more substantial jobs 
for men. 

The lower wages waht to women ‘would 
not act as a lever to lower men’s wages,

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This Recession 


Ever since the end of the war, it has been 
predicted that a recession was coming. That re- 
cession is now upon us, as is shown by numerous 


_ signs. 


So says 1 Rogers, professor of bank- 
ing at New York University. The McGraw-Hill 
report shows that business is approaching a 
“downturn . recession, setback, bump or 
dip.” but doubts that it will be as severe as 
1920-21, Fortune magazine, in a very thought- 


ful and well-qualified editorial called Can Pros- 


perity Last?“ brings forth clearly the gloomy 
elements in the national economic situation. 

The acute Jack Straus of the great New York 
department store, Macy’ 8, says a minor depres- 
sion is here. Chester Bowles, who is looking 
better all the time as a prophet, outlines the 
depressing facts about the price problem. It 
was Bowles who forecast that, if price controls 
were eliminated, meat would rise 50 per cent. It 
is now up 60 per cent. 

Some of the storm signals sighted by Fortune, 
though it also finds elements of strength, are: 
High prices for food, clothing, etc., are causing 
a lag in the purchase of durable goods like auto- 
mobiles and furniture; building volume is below 


the level of the 1920s and not much above 1941, 


despite the nation’s desperate need for houses; 
inventories were growing at a 10-billion-dollar 
annual rate by the end of 1946 (a rate three 
times greater than 1941, 10 times greater than 
1939); consumer sutchasing power has been fall- 
ing since last summer, wartime savings are de- 
pleted and outstanding consumer credit is nudg- 
ing the all-time high.

There is no 
balm in the fact that, while we have no employ- 
ment crisis, figures show that since Jan. 1 about 
1,200,000 persons have shifted from full to part- 
time employment, and intervals between jobs 
have stretched from a low of five to a present 
span of 12 weeks. 

In some industries, a critical condition exists. 
In the New York ladies’ garment industry, there 
have been large-scale layoffs and about 80 per 
cent of plant capacity is idle. 

Industry and business are putting a brake on 
expansion plans. Department store counters are 
piling up with goods. A fall in redemption of 
E bonds shows a growing buyer resistance. The 
stock market, which got a Dow-Jones bear signal 
last summer and has had repeated warnings 
since, is suffering a mild case of jitters. Gen- 
eral prices are up 30 per cent since OPA was 
killed last year. The National Committee on 


Housing thinks we are headed for another build- 


ing blackout such as in 1920. Many textile mill 
branches have closed. Soft-goods volume, though 
only slightly off in dollars, is down substantially 
in actual units. Real wages have been declining 
since the wartime peak of early 1945. 

This melancholy catalogue could be continued. 
No doubt it was what Mr. Truman’s advisers had 
in mind when it was decided he should make 


: his recent New York speech pleading for the 


co-operation of business men, farmers, labor and 
the Government itself to head off trouble. In 
Mr. Truman’s speech, it is true, he quoted the 
favorable side of the picture, as well as the dark 
side, He showed that we still have an amazing 
high level of production, employment and na- 
tional- income. But the burden of his speech 
was that, unless price and other correetives are 
applied, this cannot go on. 
— „ — 

It may be there is no use to cry over spilt 

milk, but today’s lesson is that wartime price 


controls were too quickly abandoned. However 
-frksome they were and however thriving the 


black market, the situation since OPA was aban- 
doned has grown steadily worse. We were told 
by the N.A.M. and others that, once controls 
were lifted, the “law of supply and demand” 
would begin to operate. We were told that prices 
might rise at first, but would soon seek onal 
own level. 

What happened is that prices rose sharply, 
flattened out a bit and then continued to rise. 
Some of our statesmen, like Senators Taft and 
Wherry, must be embarrassed as they compare 
their tosy predictions with actual results. 

One of the results of the President’s appeal 
for price reductions was the Newburyport plan, 
deflated in the Post-Dispatch last week by J. A. 
Livingston. Such theatrical ideas, though they 
may have a certain psychological effect, are not 
going to solve the nation’s economic ills. Nor is 
the solution in the N.A.M.’s new cry—the reduc- 
tion of taxes—because to put more money in 
people’s pockets now will simply aggravate in- 
Hlationary pressures. 

On the whole, we think everybody should get 
braced for a period of hard times. It may be, 
to use the expressive McGraw-Hill words, a 
mere setback, bump or dip, but it could be worse. 
As our economy ts constituted, we have got to 
expect cyclical difficulties; if the difficulties be- 
fore us, however, approach in severity the deep 
depressions of the past, the people are going to 
demand some drastic changes in our system. 
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The Inconsequential Python

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‘A Blow at the Secret Ballot 


In 1941, after a hard fight lasting years, the 
Legislature passed a law giving Missouri the 
secret ballot. -It is obtained by the simple de- 
vice of having an election official paste a black 
sticker over the serial number of the ballot as 
soon as it is recorded in the poll book. The law 
works well and Missouri has good reason to be 
proud of it. 

Yet an effort is being made to weaken this 


protection of the voter. The House has passed 


‘a bill which would do away with the secret bal- 
lot as it applies to bond issues, constitutional 


amendments, initiative and referendum elections . 


and all ballots except those for national, state, 
county and city offices. 

The motive of ‘this maneuver is 3 un- 
less it be an entering wedge for abolishing se- 
crecy of the ballot altogether. Representative 
Dwight Beals of Kansas City, author of the bill, 
says his purpose is to speed up the voting. “If 
we had used them (the stickers) in the last elec- 
tion,” he says, “we would still be counting the 
votes.” 

The fact is that the stickers have nothing what- 
ever to do with counting the votes; they neither. 
speed nor retard the tally. If a minimum of 
precaution is taken, the stickers do not delay 
the casting of the votes, either. It is necessary 
only to designate an election official to apply 
the stickers. Even if the person designated goes 
on a slowdown strike, he still should be able to 
keep up with the flow of ballots in the heaviest 
polling place in Missouri. 

There should be no tampering with the secret 
ballot law. Let the Senate give the House 
measure the short shrift it deserves.

Stalin’s clear and repeated statement, in his 
interview with Harold Stassen, that Russia does 
not want war and will try to prevent it conforms 
to the known facts.

In his book, “Why They Behave Like Rus- 
sians,” John Fischer says, “For at least 15 years 
and perhaps longer, they simply will not have 
the strength to challenge the Western democra- 
cies at any distance beyond their own borders.”

Mr. Howard, a journalist, was an asso- 
ciate of the Montana Study, a Rockefeller- 
financed survey of community life, when he 
gathered these pieces of Montanana—from 
novels, poems, short stories, speeches, jour-

Here is the eloquence of Charlot, chief of 
the Flatheads, whom James A. Garfield 
répresented to have signed away the home- 
lands of the tribe—a falsehood which a con- 
gressional committee including Missouri’s 
Senator Vest forced Garfield to retract.

Thoughtful fishing is a phrase Mr. Dal- 
rymple uses and demonstrates that idea by 
basing his book, not on distant mountain 
streams where trout may be found, but on 
local waters, panfish and even the lowly 
dogfish. Thoughtful, too, are his methods 
of catching the various small local fishes 
to give the fisherman the most sport and 
the fishes an even break in the contest. 

In telling his story Mr. Dalrymple ram- 
bles around in a simple sort of way as a 
man might over a campfire, but in doing 
so he manages to put over the philosophy 
and fine art of angling. The tools and 
methods are stripped of mysticism and 
and the small battlers

Certainly there is more sport and skin 
in hooking and landing a small, active 
fish on light tackle than in dragging up 
a 20-pound lake trout at the end of sev- 
eral hundred feet of copper line.

A. J. Liebling. (Hercourt, Brace & Co., New York. 
This is an anthology of the published 

work of members of the French resistance 

movement, written during the German oc- 
cupation. Most of it was culled from clan- 
destine news-sheets, but some came from 
the Midnight Editions (books that would be 

a credit to any publisher any time, which 

the Germans were never able to trace to 

their source), from material published out- 
side of France and from books that didn't 
get published until after the war. 

All the resistance’s best known authors 
are represented—Vercors, Sartre and Mau- 
riac, for instance. The basic principle of 
selection was to cover the whole period of 
the resistance and a representative num- 
ber of the many organizations that were in- 
dependently active. 

Three impressions stand out. The first 
is that the most consisteTitly interesting 
part of the book is Liebling’s running ex- 
planation and comment, which amounts to 
almost a fourth of the total. Like all “New 
Yorker” contributors, he has an eager eye 
for the ironic detail, and a deceptively light 
style that seems to grow more casual the 


‘more gruesome or bitter its subject. 


The second impression is that, in this 
translation at least, not much of the spon- | 
taneous rhetoric is particularly impressive 
or gives promise of living among the im- 
mortal phrases. Perhaps that was the Nazi 
touch, defiling even its opposition. The 
fiction, on the other hand, is consistently 
good. The duckling, whose ludicrous @- 
termination and scrambling efforts to keep 
up roused Vercors from despair, deserves 
to be permanently remembered,

The third impression is dismaying. A- 
ready, though the war is not two years 
over, these events seem to belong to an- 
other world, to a bad dream almost for- 
gotten in the relief of awakening. Perhaps 
that is a purely civilian reaction, limited to 
those who spent the war years at home. 
This reviewer hopes so. Because it all 
could happen again, and worse, and here. 

Scattered through are references to men 
and ideas that received respectful atten- 
tion in America between the wars, but that 
turned up with the Nazis when they seemed 
to have won.

N acting as receiver for the liquidation of the British Empire, 

the United States is inheriting in Greece the most politically and 

morally bankrupt government in Europe today—a bloody counter- 
revolutionary monarchist machine not unlike that which the western 
powers bolstered and supported in Hungary after the last war. 


When the British Labor party 
„came to power in the summer of 
1945, Foreign Minister Ernest 
Bevin said with regard to Greece: 
“Our object is the establishment 
of a stable democratic govern- 
ment.” 

A few weeks ago President Tru- 
man said substantially the same 
thing. 

Obviously the British failed to 
fulfill their avowed aim, otherwise 
President Truman's action would 
not have been necessary two years 
after Bevin's statement. 

Why the British Failed. 

The British failure in Greece 
may be attributed to two reasons: 
(1) they tried to thwart Commun- 
ism in Greece, which they correct- 
ly felt would be inimical to the 
interests of the British Empire, 
by subsidizing the reactionary 
right-wing monarchists; (2) the 
Foreign Office and its represen 
tives in Athens craftily thwarted 
the sincere attempts of the Brit- 
ish Labor Government to salvage 
something out of the Greek mess 
it inherited from Churchill.

rated highly in Washington as 
an impartial observer and an 
outstanding example of the 
scholar in diplomacy. He was 
first appointed Ambassador to 
Greece in 1933, 


The son of one-time Ameri- 
can Ambassador to Japan, 
Charles MacVeagh, he was born 
in Narraganset Pier, R.I., Oct. 
1, 1890. He was a prize Greek 
scholar at Groton School and 
was graduated magna sum 
laude in philosophy from Har- 
vard, He joined the publish- 
ing firm of Henry Holt & Co., 
in 1915, which he left to serve 
in World War I. He rose to the 
rank of Major and was cited 
by Gen. Pershing. He returned 
to Holt & Co., but in 1923 he 
founded his own company, the 
Dial Press. 

His continuing studies of an- 
cient and modern Greece made 
him persona grata in Athens. 
He speaks informally in Greek. 
He took frequent exploratory 
trips, and is said to have spent 
at least one night in every 
town. He also conducted arch- 
ecological explorations on Acrop- 
olis Hill.

Unhappiness in Germany. 

Germany is vastly unhappy. For 
most of the war, the German 
lived well, so he feels the hunger 
and misery today most sharply. 
He no sooner chokes down his po- 
tatoes and black bread or soup 
at one meal than he begins forag- 
ing for the next. He is preoccu- 
pied in a search for clothes, shoes 
and shelter. 

Few Germans feel like working 
hard because their w ges, virtu- 
ally worthless, buy litfle and are 
sliced deeply by taxes. In the 
cities, the ruins stand grim and 
foreboding. The great powers let 
the months slip by without agree- 
ment on his future, and the Ger- 
man tends to forget that Hitler 
and the Nazis were responsible. 
Today he blamed the democracies 
for his trouble. 

Reconstruction in Poland. 

Across the Oder and Neisse, the 
Poles, like the Yugoslavs, are busy 
rebuilding homes, industries and 
farms, Through UNRRA and 
other outside aid they avoided a 
food crisis and today are prepar- 
ing to start exporting food prod- 
ucts and other goods. Inflation 
still grips the cities. A,good meal 
in a restaurant costs 1000 zlotys, 
and many workers earn only 200 
daily. 

Political . disagreement is rife 
and Poles are watching to see 
just ‘how many of their. liberties 
are insured by the new constitu- 
tion now being drafted. On for- 
eign affairs, the Poles are united. 
in a demand that Germany be 
forever. kept impotent and the 
western boundaries of the new 
Poland remain unchanged,~ 

Improvement in Russia. 

Russians feel politically better, 
because of the stature their nation 
has assumed in world councils, 
but they still are hard up for food 
and housing. Ivan’s clothes are 
much better than they were two 
years ago and, if he did have a 
house or apartment, it was better 
heated and better lighted than in 
many other countries. Unemploy- 
ment is unknown in the land of 
the Soviets. In fact, there are 
jobs crying for both men and 
women, particularly in the farm- 
ing areas. If the harvest is 
good, Ivan expects his Govern- 
ment to end bread rationing.

Admiralty Announces Plans 
for ‘Very Large Amount’ of 
Research to Aid Navy. 


» LONDON, May 8 (AP) — The 
Admiralty hinted today that it 
may try to develop a battleship 
propelled by atomic power. In an 
announcement that it planned “a 
very large amount” of research 
to maintain the Navy’s efficiency, 
it said: 

“Many lines of inquiry present 
themselves. . On the defensive 
side, the Navy has to apply the 
lessons learned by its observers 
of the Bikini tests of the atomic 
bomb, but the implications of: 
atomic energy are, in the long 
view of the naval situation, by no 
means limited to defensive aspects 
and may, contrary to initial reac- 
tions, lead to enhancement of 
naval power in a highly modified 
form and with wide offensive and 
defensive commitments, 

“The atomically propelled bat- 
tleship, for instance, would have 
no immediate refuelling problems, 
and the period for which it could 
stay at sea would be limited only 
by other and generally less ur- 
gent supply problems, a vital fac- 
tor if the ship proved less vulner- 
able than the harbor,” 

The statement said £6,000,000 
($24,000,000) would be spent in all 
forms of Navy research this year.

Demands of this kind stem from 
the curious belief of many Ameri- 
cans that the United States pos- 
sesses some inherent right to de- 
cide how other sovereign peoples 
should govern themselves.

Oomeback in Norway. 

Norway has made a remarkable 
comeback. It was stripped almost 
bare at war's end. Today the 
people have plenty to eat—with 
fish the diet mainstay. Workers 
are busy. Housing is a problem, 
and efforts.are being made to step 
up timber production, Farms are 
being restocked and dairy herds 
rebuilt. The Norwegian whaling 
fleet had a successful season, 
bringing ample fats to a people 
long starved of that essential. 

Across the whole of Europe 
spreads the contrast. Noisy com- 
plaints in the crowded cities, gen- 
eral discomfort and privation for 
millions, but high hopes among 
men closest to the soil and the 
sea.

Rural Domination. 


The Legislature is dominated 
by the rural districts, if only for 
the reason that Kansas City and 
St.- Louis between them have only 
about 20 per cent of the seats.

Also 
a powerful lobby is that of the 
loan companies, which in the 
good old days blossomed with in- 
terest rates as high as 300 per 
cent a year, Another force is: of 
course agriculture, split between 
the Farmers’ Union and the Farm 
Bureau, with the latter stronger. 
The Baptists in the Bible Belt 
play a role, as do the Catholics, 
particularly in St. Louis, and 80 
does the League of Women Vot- 
ers.

Finally, two 
great newspapers, the Kansas City 
Star and the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch, are as influential 
in their special areas as any in 
the land. Superfinally, one should 
remember the sometimes neglect- 
ed factor of the common man 
himself, the small ¢itizen, the in- 
dependent voter, A real issue in 
Missouri has always been politi- 
cians versus people. As much as 
in any state, the unorganized and 
vuninstructed and unpledged voter, 
for all his failings and Uities, 
is as immensley potent and per- 
vasive force, as 

Missouri gave itself a new con- 
stitution in 1945. Many state con- 
stitutions are, as we know, hope- 
lessly outmoded; that Missouri 
should have gone to the trouble 


to make a new one is an indica- 
tion of its tone and spirit, The 
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new document, over which 83 
delegates spent a year of work, 
replaces that of 1875. 


Mature St. Louis. 


HAT makes cities differ? 
What give one effervescence, 
Bay, in contrast to somno- 
lence in another; what makes one 
as raw and aggressive as the 
other is sober and sophisticated? 
Age; geography and history; con- 
trasting types of settlement; rela- 
tion to the hinterland; demo- 
graphic variations; also factors 
mysterious and unanswerable. 
Kansas City (Mo.) and St. Louis, 
though in the same state and 
separated by only a few hundred 
miles, differ as drastically as any 
two great cities in the mation. 
KANSAS CITY (population 
metropolitan area 634,093, city 
limits. 399,178) is, or was, a 
wild buckaroo town, for long the 
railhead of the cattle trade, and 
“the meanest, most lawless” city 
in the United States. Among 
adjectives I have heard for it are 
compact, dynamic and obscene. It 
is also one of the friendliest cities 
I have ever been in, Above all 
ft is full of restlessness and 
bounce.

Louis has intimate Deep South 
colorations, while Kansas City is 
almost purely western. The em- 
phasis in Kansas City is on raw 
materials; that of St. Louis on 
manufacturing, finance and mer- 
chandising. 


Kansas City faces west; St. 
Louis faces east and south. One 
reason why it never had the 
cattle trade is that the Ozarks 
cut off the range. Kansas City 
is essentially Protestant; St, 
Louis essentially Catholic. Kan- 
sag City is the heart of Demo- 
cratic power in Missouri, St. 
Louis the heart of Republican. 
Kansas City is full of boosters 
and go-getters; St. Louis, with 
its charm, culture, and a certain 
stagnancy, isn’t so self-conscious 
or aggressive—except about its 
baseball teams when they are 
winning. | 


One curious anomaly lies in a 
point of difference between the 
Kansas City Star and the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch. The Star, 
once a great crusading paper, was 
purchased by its employes from 
the estate of its founder, William 
Rockhill Nelson; nobody may own 
a voting share of its stock today 
without being a working member 
of the staff. The result of this 
has been to make the Star pro- 
gressively more conservative, be- 


torial employes naturally come to 
take a front-office view. The 
Post-Dispatch, oh the other hand, 
though a Pulitzer property and 
haronial in management, is the 
most effective liberal newspaper 
in the United States. 


National Influence. 


The Post-Dispatch, its editors 
told me, does not play quite such 


as the Star. The Star really helps 
to run Kansas City and its in- 
fluence on eastern Kansas 
notable. 
considerable national influence 
too, but in a different way. The 
paper leans over backwards to 
avoid direct commitments in local 
affairs. For instance the owner 
of a St. Louis department store 
told me that he has never once 
so much as laid eyes on either of 
the two senior editors of the 
Post-Dispatch, and he has met Mr. 
Pulitzer only once. This is in 
acute contrast to the habit in 
most Middle Western cities where 
the upper echelon of publishers, 
business men, and public officials 
are usually members of the same 
clubs, guests at the same par- 
ties, and in general close associ- 
ates.

“P.-D.” has even led to the legend 
that it isn’t interested in St.

A Real Metropolis. 


St. Louls, a real metropolis — 
once it was the third city in the 
nation, and even today it is eighth 
—has a quality rare in America: 
tolerance. It is a great town for 
civil liberties, and the intellectual 
climate is practically all that a 
civilized person can ask. The city 
is 13 per cent Negro; yet there 
are no race riots, and the Negro 
problem is nowhere near the pre- 
occupation that it is in Kansas 
City. It is 59 per cent Catholic, 
but local Catholics collaborated 
closely with the P.A.C. during the 
last presidential campaign: St. 
Louis is the town where Commu- 
nists speak on Twelfth street with 
police protection, and where the 
liberal press argues that Gerald 
L. K. Smith has a perfect right to 
hold a mass meeting. 


The Germans are about half the 
total population.

For a long interval we seem 
to have been in an area where 
the big cities have only one news- 
paper.

Times, an admirable paper, is as 
liberal as the Post-Dispatch, 
though not so prominent on the 
national scene.

sense of being a gateway, its 
progressive and social - minded 
bankers, its flavor of Dallas 
and Fort Worth in one.

Also, despite reforms, it 
is still a kind of Middle Western 
Babylon, the nearest place where 
Texas and Oklahoma can go on 
the loose. Experts in these mat- 
ters tell me, too, that it is the best 
boogie-woogie town in the United 
States. Here, under Pendergast, 
there were horse-books and dice 
tables, and the croupiers, without 
bothering to take off their green 
aprons and eye visors, went out to 
lunch and nobody paid attention. 

Quite a different atmosphere is 
that in one of the most peculiar 
communities in the United States, 
Kansas City, Kan. Its main street 
is called Minnesota avenue; like 
almost all Kansas main streets it 
is straight and enormously broad; 
also, more than any other Amer- 
icin street I ever saw, it connotes 
the derelict. This whole neighbor- 
hood seems shipwrecked. A good 
many shops are walled up: most 
are dreary; within a block are a 
line of oredit agencies ($1 down on 
furniture), automobile loan agen- 
cies, and three “Unclaimed Freight” 
stores, 

It is almost impossible here to 
tell where Missouri ends and Kan- 
sas begins, or vice versa, Kansas 
City (Kan.) is so exploited by its 
ambitious sister that even the 
street cars are routed to g0 
through the Missouri retail dis- 
trict, 
down the middle of the livestock 
exchange, ane of the biggest cattle 
markets in the world,

Leading a Double Life. 


The right to vote is determined 
in the two Kansas cities by resi- 
dence and taxation by where you 
earn your money. So a Missouri 
executive who lives in the fash- 
ionable part of the Kansas sector 
lives, at best, a double life. He 
Will pay a Missouri income tax 
on his salary, and a Kansas in- 
come tax on whatever other in- 
come he may have. The postoffice 
disregards state lines incidentally. 
Mail addressed to Kansas City 
(Mo.) will be delivered without 
interruption to residents of, say, 
Johnson county, Kansas. 

Nowadays the night clubs and 
bars in Kansas City (Mo.) do 
actually close at midnight on 
Saturday. So folk in the midst of 
diversion pick up bottles, and go 
over the state line into “dry” Kan- 
sas, where they may drink undis- 
turbed. I visited a fine old pub 
called the Last Chance on South- 
western boulevard, very close to 
the frontier. I am not sure of my 
notes at this point, but my im- 
pression is that, come midnight on 
Saturday, all you do is move a few 
inches down the bar, and although 
there will be no more Missour! 
liquor, 3.2 per cent Kansas beer 
begins to flow. 


Most of the great cities of the 
Middle West and its periphery 
have the same problems—traction, 
law and order, slums, water pollu- 
tion, motor traffic, garbage (be- 
lieve it or not, the chief issue in 
the 1945 mayoralty election in 
Pittsburgh was garbage, no less), 
honesty in administration, air- 
ports and smoke. Of all Ameri- 
can cities, St. Louis has the best 
record in ameliorating the smoke 
nuisance; it has, indeed, practic- 
aly abolished it. Think of Cin- 
cinnati or Pittsburgh by contrast! 

St. Louts lies close to the great 
bituminous. field in southern IIIi- 
nois, ‘and coal from this fed its 
industry for decades. It was, as u 
result, a city where you had tu 
change your shirt three times a 
day, and where, literally, it was 
often impossible to see across the 
street at noon. 

There are only two practicable 
ways to reduce smoke. One is to 
use more expensive (but more 
efficient) smokeless coal. The 
other is to use smoky coal only in 
conjunction with a stoker or other 
mechanical contrivance which re- 
duces the amount of smoke pro- 
duced, ;

As 
a result smoke in the city is at 
least 80 per cent reduced. When 
St. Louis does see smoke these 
days, it is largely because of 
smoke blowing over from East St. 
Louis (III.), which curious muni- 
cipality—one of the most back- 
ward in the United States—has 
persistently refused to co-operate, 


Boycott Threatened. 


The chief interests fighting 
smoke abatement were of course 
the bituminous operators in II- 
nois. They were angry enough 
for a time to threaten a boyeott. 
St. Louis responded simply by 
threatening a boycott in turn, Le. 
to buy nothing but anthracite. The 
fight was in effect won when a 
clause was incorporated into the 
projected ordinance empowering 
the municipality of St. Louis, if 
necessary, to go into the coal 
business on its own. Actually the 
bituminous operators have not 
suffered, 

It was the householders and 
industrial consumers who had to 
pay for the installation of smoke- 
removing stokers. Moreover, when 
a person buys a stoker (average 
cost $125), it means as a le 
that he will not be tempted to 
change to oil or gas for some 
little time. 

For the romance of railroads, 
St. Louis is the first city in the 
nation. At the Union Station the 
sleek trains are lined up like race- 
horses in adjoining stalls. There 
are the Pennsylvania’s Spirit of 
St. Louis and the New York Cen- 
tral’s Knickerbocker to New York 
and the Baltimore & Ohio’s Diplo- 
mat to Washington, as well as 
all the streamliners—the Rebel 
(Mobile & Ohio) to New Orleans, 
the Ann Rutledge (Alton) to Chi- 
cago, the Burlington Zephyrs to 
St. Paul and Minneapolis, the 
Colorado Eagle (Missouri Pacific) 
to Denver, the Green Diamond 
(Iilinois Central) to Chicago, and 
half qa dozen to Texas and points 
south and west. 

“No train ever passes through 
St. Louis.” This was a boast once. 
The Union Station had the largest 
traffic in the world, because in 
Chicago, crossing the continent, a 
traveler had not only to change 
trains, but change stations: in St. 
Louis, only the change of train 
was necessary. 


The Home of MVA. 


Many times in Europe I have 
taken the Orient or the Simplon- 
Orient Express. With a minimum 
of fuss, one may traverse the en- 
tire continent, from Calais or Paris 
to Athens or Istanbul, across nine 
different countries, without step- 
ping out of the wagon-lit. But, 
until 1946, it was physically im- 
possible for a person to cross the 
United States, the most acutely 
transportation-minded country in 
the world, without changing trains, 
Fruit and cattle could make the 
trip without transfer, but not a 
man or woman, This has been 
modified now, largely as a result 
of initiative by Robert R. Young 
of the Chesapeake & Ohio, and a 
few transcontinental trains have 
been set up to go through both 
St. Louis and Chicago without the 
former long delays profitable only 
to the hotel and transfer business. 

Near St. Louis, as everybody 
knows, the Mississippi and Mis- 
souri meet. It is, oddly enough, 
somewhat difficult to visit the 
actual site of the junction. Also 
St. Louis, more than any other 
place in the nation, is the home 
of MVA. This was another Post- 
Dispatch crusade, Its motive was 
AH the simplest: to avoid in the 
future the kind of floods that had 
heen destroying millions upon mil- 
‘tons of dollars of Missouri valley 
ronerty. The campaign was so ef- 
ective that the St. Louis Chamber 
Commerce, by a majority of 76 
ut of roughly 1500 votes, actually 
nme out for MVA.

‘Know-Where’ Can Get Answers 
To.Most Questions in Washington 


But Sometimes It Takes an Afternoon of 
Phoning Because No Single Agency 
Has Complete Information. 


By SIGRID ARNE 

WASHINGTON, May 3 (AP)— 
If you know where to ask, in 
Washington you can find the an- 
swer to almost any question. But 
the “know-where” covers an awful 
lot of ground. 

Take the simple question, How 
much American money is being 
spent for and in other countries?“ 
The question is an important one 
right now because of jumping 
prices here at home. The sums 
being spent for foreigners may be 
adding to the price spiral, and it 
may be there is some point at 
which the loans and gifts should 


be snuffed off just to keep home 
prices on an even keel. 

But no single government de- 
partment has a complete answer 
to the question. It takes an after- 
noon of phoning to get an approx- 
imation, and then one emerges 
with a total that never quite tal- 
lies with other totals, 

One phones the Treasury and 
the Export-Import Bank on loans; 


UNRRA on relief to Allies and the 


Army on relief to the enemy na- 
tions where we have occupation 
forces; the War Assets Adminis- 
tration on surplus property we are 
transferring to other nations; the 
United States Maritime Commis- 
sion on transfer of ships; the 
Treasury on Lend-Lease settle- 
ments and aid to the Philippines. 

One carries in his mind that 
Congress is talking about $400,000,- 
000 for Greece and $350,000,000 for 
general foreign relief. 

Then there is a long series of 
expenditures for the United Na- 
tions and its agencies. Even the 
State Department doesn’t have 
them down in one column. 

There is the cost of the United 
Nations, itself. But what is ex- 
pected in any single year for the 
World Health Organization, the 


International Trade Organization, 
the International Refugee Organ- 
ization, the International Chil- 
dren’s Emergency Fund, the In- 
ternational Bank, the Internation- 
al Fund, the United Nations Edu- 
cational, Scientific, and Cultural 
Organization?

But it @ 
not a hard and fast figure. 

Suppose one wants to know 
what occupation is costing the 
country in Germany, Austria, 
Japan, Korea, There are two ma- 
jor subheads, the cost of keeping 
American troops there and the 
cost of handing out relief to the 
people. The Budget Bureau ought 
to know that. Somebody over 
there says he will call and 
after a few hours he does. He 
says it is $556,000,000 for the fiscal 
year 1947. Where did he get it? 
He phoned the War Department. 
He doesn’t have it broken down 
for the four occupation areas, but 
he has the name of a man who 
could get that, 

Suppose someone wants to know 
whether wages are keeping pace 
with the rising prices or the other 
way around. 

The Federal Government never 
did get together on earnings. For 
city workers and manufacturing 
workers the Labor Department 
knows the answers. For farmers 
the Department of Agriculture 
does. But Agriculture seldom has 
such recent figures as Labor. 

Then to confuse things further, 
the Department of Commerce is 
the recognized authority for the 
amount of the national income, 
But the Department of Agricul- 
ture ‘wets another figure. It says 
the Commerce men don’t charge 
off the rent of farmers’ homes in 
farm income and items like that. 

So one has to become a mite 
arbitrary about the answers, No- 
body ever argues over the results, 
because nowhere is there an, up- 
to-date over-all government an-

Many of 
these projects would cost at least 
twice as much now as before the 
war. 


Aleman Assures— Mexican Presi- 
Gent Aleman is assuring United 
States officials that there won't 
be any more expropriations in 
Mexico such as that of United 
States, British and Dutch oil prop- 
erties in 1938. He has hopes for 
private aid in financing a $500,- 
00,000 program of making Mexico 
produce what it eats, wears and 
uses. 


Mexico now requires that Mexi- 
ean money be included in foreign- 
ewned or managed corporations 
wo that Mexicans themselves will 
be interested in guarding foreign 


Greek-Turkish Aid — House Re- 
publicans are quarreling over dele- 
gation of power to the President 
in connection with Greek-Turkish 
and other foreign relief. 

One G.O.P. leader says privately 
it would give the President a 
“blank check,” which is what the 
Republicans so often criticized in 
the Roosevelt administration. 


Ancther Try—British Foreign

Books — Several publishers in 
New York say it's not true that 
they're less willing to take a 
chance on unknown writers be- 
cause of increased production 
costs.

One publisher 
says costs have gone up 100 per 
gent since 1940. Others say 30 to 
40 per cent.

HIAWATHA, Kan., May 3. 
LATE afternoon calm had set- 
tled on the green grass, the 
budding trees and shrubs and 

the tombstones of Mount Hope 
Cemetery. Mrs. Frank Warden, 
the caretaker’s wife, came to meet 
us. 

Frankie,“ she called sharply to 
her 10-year-old son, “get down 
from there. You get right down 
off Mrs. Davis's lap!“ 

Frankie ,dutifully | scrambled 
down from the lap of a life-size 
marble statue of an elderly woman 
who sat peacefully, if somewhat 
rigidly, on a marble armchair. She 
was one of 11 life-size statues 
which were crowded under a mar- 
ble canopy the size of the average 
cemetery lot. Some were seated 
and some were standing. They 
seemed jumbled together in a 
tight maze of marble urns, pillars 
and columns, 

“Yes, that’s it,” said Mrs, War- 
den with ah air of having said it 
a million times before. We looked 
at a marble slab set into the 
granite. floor upon whieh were en- 
graved these words: 

“John M. Davis erected this me- 
morial to the sacred memeory of 
his beloved wife, Sarah M. Davis.” 

We.also looked at the heap of 
drooping flowers which reposed on 
one of the two huge marble slabs 
which composed the center floor of 
the memorial. It meant that John 
Milburn Davis, Kansas farmer, the 
man who built what became one 
of the best known and most wide- 
ly publicized tombs in America, 
had joined the woman for whom 
he started building it 17 years ago. 

It also meant the end of a long- 
standing feud between Davis and 
the people of iHawatha, a feud 
which started soon after Davis 
began, as the townspeople put it, 
“squandering money” on a lot of 
statues. 

The more money he put into the 
memorial, the more righteously in- 
dignant the townspeople became. 
Davis, on the other hand, summed 
up his whole credo in a little 
printed card which he carried in 
his wallet and which said, “Lord, 
help me to keep my nose out of 
other people’s business.” 

“Since some of the statues are 
of young people and some are of 
old people,” Mrs, Warden was say- 
ing, “a lot of people think it's 
statues of him and her and his 
parents and her parents. But 
they’re really statues of them at 
different stages of their life.”

HE led us around to the far 

side. The thick grass of the 

cemetery grew up to within 
three feet of the memorial, where 
it stopped. The feet of thotisands 
of sightseers, who have been 
coming from all over the United 
States for the past 10 years or 
more, had long since worn a bare 
path all around it. 

“It starts here with them sitting 
on this settee when they’d been 
married eight years,” said Mrs. 
Warden. On a white marble set- 
tee were a young man and a young 
woman, half facing one another. 
They were dressed in the costumes 
of the nineties—he in a sort of 
Prince Albert coat, she in leg-o- 
mutton sleeves and a pompadour 
of curls, looking for all the world 
like a picture out of any family 
album. 

“Right back of that,” Mrs. War- 
den was saying, “standing face to 
face on opposite sides af the tomb, 
is them when they had been mar- 
ried for 18 years.” 

Mrs. Davis’s statue looks like a 
young married woman. There 


are a few lines in her face, but 


she stands erect. Her dréss has 
a tight bodice buttoned down the 


front, the long skirt has a drape — 


which ties on front. He, on the 
other hand, had already begun to 
look like an old man, due per- 
haps to the fact that he had, since 
the first set of statues, grown a 
long full beard. 8 

As a matter of fact, one learns, 
he had always worn a full beard, 
even as a young man, but in 1898 
his beard caught fire while he 


was burning brush, and he had to 


shave the remnants of it off. 
„Just past that pair, on the 
other side of the post” Mrs. War- 
den was saying, “you see them 
again, standing face to face across 
the tombs. Now that one shows 
them on their fiftieth wedding 
anniversary.” 

Mr. Davis's beard was fuller, his 
“gure move portly and just a little 
stooped at the shoulders. But he 
still bore himself with the dignity 
which marked him until he died 
last week at the age of 92. 

In this statue, for the first time, 
he appears with an empty sleeve,

as he does in the later statues. It 
was in 1908 that he was cutting a 
thorn hedge on his farm and a 
thorn scratched his left hand. It 
became infected, and his hand had 
to be amputated just above the 
wrist, 

His wife appears at this period 
as having faded and shrunk with 
the years. She is represented as 
a little old lady with a gentle air 
and a kindly expression on her 
face. 

“Now these around here,” said 

Mrs. Warden, leading us to the 
south side of the tomb, “shows 
him and her on their front porch, 
just like they sat for 15 years 
after they moved into town from 
the farm” 
In ͤ this set of statues both are 
dressed as they had been in the 
statues of their fiftieth wedding 
anniversary, but their faces are a 
little older. 

That's just the way they used 
to set on their front porch, people 
tell me,” said Mrs, Warden. “They 
didn’t have any company, and 
they never went anywhere — 
Frankie! I don't want to have to 
tell you again to get off those 
statues!”

A: this point a group of about 
a dozen Cub Scouts came run- 
ning acrossthe cemetery. They 
stopped in front of the memorial 
and gazed at it with wide eyes, 
mouths agape. Silently they cir- 
cled it, studying each figure in 
turn, then continued on their way. 

“Hardly a day passes,” said Mrs. 
Warden, “that someone doesn’t 
come to see it. It’s been written 
up a lot, you know, and people 
come from all over the country. 
Now right around here you see 
him sitting in his chair alone, with 
the vacant chair beside him.” | 

This figure, one of the last add- 
ed to the collection, is unlike the 
others in that it is of granite in- 
stead of marble, and in that the 
sculptor followed broader, more 
impressionistic lines for his ef- 
fects, with less attention to detail 
Beside him is an empty .chair, 
identical to his own, Engraved 
across the back of the seat are the 
words: “The Vacant Chair.” ~~“ 

“That,” Mrs, Warden explained, 
“is him waiting, alone, for his 
time to come. You know you 
could look at that one, and then 
see him in the flesh and know in 
a second he was the man. He used 
to kind of like that, it pleased him 
for people to recognize him. Lots 
of times they’d go over and ask 
him if he wasn't the man.” 

“Was he out here much?” we 
asked. 

“Law me! He was here every 
Sunday. Drive out here about 10 
in the morning and park his car 
right there in that drive, sort of 
facing it, and sit and look at it all 
day long. Stay ‘till five or six 
q’clock at night if the weather was 
good. Sometimes he'd go into town 
at noon for a bite, and sometimes 
he’d bring a sandwich with him. 
Just sit there all day and seemed 
to sort of admire it. 

“Sometimes, when people’d rec- 
ognize him they’d go up and ask 


him if he was the man. He'd talk 


about it all they wanted him to, 
till they asked him one question. 
How much did it cost: Then he'd 
just shut up. I was afraid to ask 
him, but I always wanted to.

a-kneeling at her grave. She died 
in 1930, you know, and he started 
building it the following year. 
That other statue kneeling there, 
that’s her, except that she's 
dressed like an angel. They're go- 
ing to move that back tomorrow 
so that she will be kneeling at the 
foot of his grave like he is at hers. 
You see they had to take down 
the marble wall on this side to 
open his grave.” 

Davis prepared his own grave 
when he built that of his wife. in 
1930. The two huge underground 
vaults were the beginning of the 
memorial. Both were walled with 
cement and then covered with the 
granite slabs. 

“You wouldn’t believe how much 
that slab weighed,” said Mrs, War- 
den. “Seven arid half tons. Men 
pried it up with crowbars, then 
they put steel rollers under it, then 
they got the wrecking truck from 
town and put a big chain around 
it and pulled it back. 

“That wall that’s around the 
whole thing, he just put that up 
a few years ago, to keep people 
out of it. They'd just walk all 
over it. They never paid any at- 
tention to the signs.” The signs 
were engraved in the four marble 
corner stones: “Kindly keep off 
the memorial.” 

“Was there a big crowd at his 
funeral,” we asked. 

“No,” she said. “Funny thing. 
We thought there’d be a huge 
crowd. But there wasn’t more 
than 75 people. There was a lot 
of feeling against him in the town, 
you know. People felt like he was 
just squandering money on the 
thing, when it coulda been spent 
to more good. Something for the 
town, for instance, He always said 
it was none of their business. 
Maybe it wasn’t.”

HE feud between Davis and 

the people of Hiawatha start- 

ed soon after he began adding 
statues to the memorial and by 
the time he died it had reached a 
bitter stage. Some called him 
crazy. Some called him mean and 
stingy 

“We haven’t got a hospital 
here;” said one citizen, “and we're 
badly in need of a new high 
school. If he wanted to be famous 
or leave something as a memorial, 
those would have done the town 
a lot more good than those stat- 
ues.’ 

In time the bitterness between 
Davis and the townspeople reached 
the point where people would stop 
him on the street and tell them 
what they thought about it. This 
finally induced him to write and 
have printed a pamphlet setting 
forth his attitude in the matter 
and telling the townspeople, in his 
own way, that if they didn’t like 
it they could lump it. 

The pamphlet was entitled, “The 
true story of the Davis Memorial, 
as told by John M. Davis.” It bore 
a picture of him on the front: Re- 
ferring to himself in the third 
person, he wrote as follows: 

John M. Davis, who erected a 
memorial in Mount Ho ceme- 
tery in Hiawatha, without dream- 
ing of doing anything other than 
to satisfy a personal desire to per- 
petuate the memory of his wife, 
Sarah, has become a nationally

known figure. It is probable he 
doesn’t care to be famous. It is 
certainly true he had no such 
idea when he ordered work to 
begin on the memorial. But the 
fact remains the Davis Memorial 
has become one of the best known 
tombs in the United States. Esti- 
mates of the cost of the memorial 
run all the way from $50,000 up. 
Mr. Davis refuses to discuss this. 
He didn’t ask anyone how much 
he should spend so, properly, he 
can see no reason why he should 
make a report on the amount of 
gmoney he paid out for the statu- 
ary. 

“All his life he has been indi- 
vidualistic, depending on himself, 
asking nothing of others, A Ken- 
tucky orphan, he came to Kansas 
in 1879, was married in 1880, 
worked hard, was a careful 
farmer, accumulated considerable 
wealth. His wife helped him 
through the years. Mr. Davis de- 
cided that when both were gone, 
a memorial out of the ordinary 
would mark their graves . 
Everyone in Hiawatha is familiar 
with the protests which were 
heard when it became known Mr. 
Davis had begun his project. 


“Some wanted a swimming 
pool, others a park, others a hos- 
pital—all at the expense of Mr. 
Davis—but he went ahead as he 
planned, did what he wanted. 
Long ago, he said, he realized the 
futility of pleasing other people, 
so he disregarded them, built the 
tomb which is annually visited by 
thousands of people from every

countries of the world.” 

As the years passed and the 
statues increased, the townspeople 
became more concerned about the 
cost. Conjecture started at 
around $50,000, grew to a hundred 
grand and finally, when the old 
man died, had hit $750,000 which 
was, of course, preposterous. Just 
how much they did cost, no one 
knew but Davis and Horace G. 
England, the local monument 
man. Davis is dead and England 
isn’t talking, so maybe the peo- 
ple of Hiawatha will never know.

NGLAND, in fact, was the 

only man with whom Davis 

had dealings of any kind, busi- 
ness or social, for a good many 
years. England says that the 
whole thing was Davis's idea from 
the start, and he merely carried 
out instructions. He never solicit- 
ed Davis, or urged anything on 
him. Even they had their fall- 
ings out, he says, but they al- 
ways managed to patch them up 
again. 

The memorial ‘started in 1931 
with just one pair of statues, the 
pair showing them as a young 
married couple., Davis, after ad- 
miring them for some time, de- 
cided he would like to have some 
more. The more statues he got, 
the more he liked them, and the 
more he wanted. 

England furnished the marble 
and granite for the canopy, the 
walls and the decorative urns, but 
the statues themselves were made 
in Italy. Working through Eng- 
land, Davis provided photographs 
of himself and his wife, which 
were send to a sculptor in Italy. 
There small plaster models were 
made from the photographs and 
sent back to Davis for approval. 
If approved, the models were sent 
back to Italy and the life-size fig- 
ures completed. 

A lot of people, especially those 
who managed in their minds to 
set the cost of the memorial at 
three quarters of a millidn dollars, 
were inclined to attach some mys- 
tery to the source of Davis's 
wealth. More sober-minded citl-

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mystery about it. When Davis 
came to the Hiawatha neighbor+ 
hood in 1879, he bought a farm. 
Soil in this section is rich and fer- 
tile, and in those days you could 
buy it for two or three dollars an 
acre. He worked hard, farmed 
intelligently, saved his money and 
increased his holdings during the 
years. His wife’s parents had been 
early settlers who owned consid- 
erable land. She inherited this 
when they died. 

It was in 1915 that he decided 
he had enough money to retire. 
So they came to Hiawatha and 
built a neat, two-story bungalow 
which became their home. Then 
a few years later, when the first 
World War ended and land in 
this area rose to from $100 to $150 
an acre, he sold all his holdings 
at top prices. 

After he moved to town, he 
lived a life which, to use a gener 
ous term, was frugal. He had ak 
ways been known as a taciturn 
individual, but after his wife died 
he added to that an air of bellig- 
erency which hardly endeared him 
to the townspeople. He and his 
wife never went out during the 
15 years they lived together In 
Hiawatha, and they discouraged 
visitors. As one housewifé told 
us, “Nine-tenths of the people in 
Hiawatha never laid eyes on her 
before she died.”

FTER her death, Davis with- 

drew even more from the 

world. He had no friends, his 
only companionship came from 
his business dealings with Eng- 
land, the tombstone man. 

Homer Croy, who devotes « 
chapter to Davis and his memo- 
rial in his new book, “Corn Coun 
try,” calls it “A Prairie Love 
Story” and presents it as a story 
of tender devotion. Perhaps it is, 
but the people of Hiawatha (wha 
may have become a little preju- 
diced) are inclined to point out, 
somewhat cynically, that any dle 
play devotion seems to have 
started mainly after Sarah died. 

“I know for a fact,” said ana 
elderly woman who has lived in 
Hiawatha for many years, “that 
when she died she didn't have = 
decent dress to be buried in. She 
didn’t have any friends in town 
he discouraged that. One of the 
women told him to go downtown 
and get one. He said, ‘no, that’s 
good enough’, So we women 
pitched in ourselves and bought 
a dress to bury her in.” 

In his last years, Davis's only 
delight was to go to the ceme 
and sit and look at his —— 
Finally he became too feeble even 
to go to the cemetery. 

Then people learned that he wag 
sick and had been moved to the 
country farm. 

“Of course we've got a kind of 
novel county farm here,” one citi- 
zen explained. “You can pay for 
your keep there if you can afford 
it. If you can’t afford it, it’s just 
like any other poor farm.” 

He died at the county farm. He 
had no lawyer and apparently had 
kept his money some place known 
only to himself. It was the gen- 
eral opinion of the townspeople 
that he had spent everything & 
his beloved statues. But there 
was surprisingly little interest in 
the matter, one way or the other. 

As we left Hiawatha, we stopped 
again by the cemetery. A couple

The Outdoors 
Protecting Wildlife 


At Possum Trot Farm | 


By Leonard Hall 


AST week was a busy one at Possum 
program” getting 
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@ A SECOND FACT is that man, more than any other 
tor, controls the environment for wildlife. Most wild creatures 
live on land used by man for farming, grazing or timber pro- 
éuction. If man falls to consider wildlife needs, it may be 
wiped out completely over large areas, regardless of artificial 
stocking or regulation of hunting and fishing. Our valley fur- 
nishes a good illustration of this. With an exceedingly large 
livestock population during the war years, wildlife cover has 
been practically wiped out. Woodlots and fencerows have 
been grazed clean, Gravel erosion into the streams has been 
accelerated. The result, inevitably, is a smaller fish and game 
population.

@ OUR OWN EFFORT TO CHANGE this picture at Possum 
Trot Farm has made a start. Over in the east bottom is the 
big pond, which, thanks to heavy rains, has filled to the brim. 
To the north, a spring rises in the pasture-land, This spring, 
which catches the drainage from a big watershed, was cutting 
further out into the field each year, so we diverted this drain- 
age by means of a terrace built above the spring to by-pass the 
surface water and send it on down to the creek. We decided 
this would be a good spot to start our wildlife restoration pro- 
gram. An area of perhaps two acres, starting at the terrace, was 
set aside and fenced with multiflora rose which, until it ma- 
_ tures, will be protected from grazing by wire fencing. This 
area was then disced thoroughly and sewed to serecia lespedeza, 
a hardy, erect, perennial variety which furnishes excellent bird 


shrubs and, particularly on thé “bluff” side of the creek, serve 
to control erosion. Eiventually—in fact, they've already been 
started—fences of multiflora will run out from this protected 
land along the creek to join the waterways and ponds on the 
west side of the farm. Thus without the sacrifice of any 
tillable land and, indeed, with « considerable improvement in 
water management over the whole farm, we will be utilizing 
all our waste areas for wildlife cover, with frée passage through 
protected areas over the entire farm. 
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@ NATURALLY IT WILL be a year or two before results 
start to show. But the important thing is that the program 
works itself in as a natural part of our plan for building the 
soil fertility and livestock carrying capacity of the farm. ‘So 
we are not spending time, effort or money in turning Possum 
Trot into a game refuge. We are merely, through planning, 
getting a tremendous improvement in wildlife habitat as a 
dividend on our efforts at good farming. There might be a 
thought here for sportsmen’s groups and others interested in 
the outdoors—to study the way in which good land-use and wila- 
life restoration go hand in hand and then to help in every pos- 
sible way to spread this knowledge among those who earn their 
living from the land. Such an effort, carried out on a big scale, 
would, in my opinion, produce more wildlife in Missouri than 
any amount of time or money spent on artificial propagation 
and stocking of fish and game

OST Americans think of ice 

as a God-given benefaction, 

much in the same category 
as sunlight and water. Yet the 
use of ice in the warmer parts of 
the world is comparatively new. 
This information has been 80 
carefully kept from Americans, 
both North and South, that many 
@ novelist has committed ana- 
chronisms that have not yet been 
detected, | 


The mint julep unquestionably 
personifies the South. Many a 
fiction of the first and second 
decades of the nineteenth century 
has those gallant Cavaliers“ sit- 
ting on broad porches drinking 
frosty mint juleps. A mint drink 
they may have had, but a frosty 
one never, not in those days. 
There was no ice in the South for 
this most southern of drinks until 
the Ice Ki 
liked’ to be called, delivered his 
first cargoes to Charleston apd 
New Orleans in 1820 and 1821, re- 
spectively. Tudor did more than 
to supply ice fpr juleps; he “in- 
vented” the ice business. 

Outtin 
new to the Yankees of New Eng- 
land in 1805 when Tudor had his 
great dream. For perhaps 30 years 


a few of them had made a practice 


of cutting a small quantity and 


storing it in their cellars, The 


same was true of New Yorkers. 
But there had never been an ice 
business. Nobody sold ice. Hence, 
when Tudof proposed to ship ice 
to hot and far-off places he was 


considered little less than mad. 


Tudor was born in 1783 of a 
prominent Boston family. He did 
not, like his brothers, attend Har- 
vard, which he considered a place 
for loafers, like all colleges.“ At 
13 he went to work in a Bostan 
shipping office. Eight years later, 
after a voyage through the West 
Indies, he conceived his idea, a 
tremendous piece of imagination 
for the time: He would cut the 
thick ice on a pond owned by his 
father in Saugus, a few miles 
from Boston, and ship it in cakes 
to Martinique and other. hot 
islands in the Caribbean. 


With barely sufficient cash to 
pay for cutting the ice in the win- 
ter of 1805-06 and to charter a 
ship, Tudor sent two men to the 
port of St. Pierre on Martinique 
to prepare for his arrival. In 
March 1806, Tudor arrived in the 
brig “Favorite,” her hold packed 
with 130 tons of cold blue cakes, 
only to discover that his advance 
men had done nothing, in fact 
were not even present. 

Ice was only a vague rumor to 
the nativés of Martinique; they 
would have to be educated to its 
use. With' a cargo of it at the 
dock, and the sun beating down, 
Tudor knew he must move swiftly 
or lose the entire cargo. He sought 
out the proprietor of an eating and 
drinking place and proposed to 
him to freeze “ice creams” for 
sale over the counter. The skep- 
tical proprietor had never seen ice 


or ice cream and Tudor had to use 


all of his powers of persuasion to 
get his man into a receptive mood. 


Tudor prevailed, freezing the mix- 


tures himself. On the first night 
„more than $300 worth of ice 
creams” were sold at the restau- 
rant to astonished and deliriously 


happy customers.

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T was an event of the first im- 

portance, but for Tudor a costly 

one, What he termed the “decay” 
of the ice had been so great that 
he incurred a loss of almost $3500. 
It taught him that he must find 
a better way of packing ice in 
the ship than he had used for 
this first cargo; also that he must 
establish warehouses at his ports 
of call. He returned to Boston, 

For three years, he managed 
his father’s farm in Saugus and 
experimented with model ice- 
houses, trying out various meth- 
ods of insulation. Then, in 1810, 
he went to Cuba and by the sheer 
force of his dynamic nature—and 
no bribes—prevailed on the Span- 
ish colonial government to grant 
him a monopoly in ice for six 
years, 

Back again in Boston, he bor- 
rowed money to buy a ship and 
to prepare lumber for what was 
to be the first real icehouse ever 
built. The War of 1812 inter- 
vened, preventing his return to 
Cuba. When he failed to meet 


interest payments on his loan, he 


was lodged in jail. He gained his 
release by pawning a fine watch, 
In 1815, “pursued by sheriffs to 
the very wharf,” Tudor got away 
with his cargo of lumber. In Ha- 
vana, he proceeded to build the 
first house ever designed to pre- 
serve a large quantity of ice above 
ground. It was finished in time 
to house his first cargo. 

Sales in Havana started slowly 
but picked up when Tudor in- 
duced coffeehouses and bars to go 
into the business of selling iced 
drinks and ice cream, While the 
happy Spaniards and natives were 
drinking their first cold beverages 
and eating their first ice cream, 
Tudor was taking stock of the 
performance of his first icehouse. 

This building d been in- 
geniously constructed, with a 
double partition and dead space 
between the walls, and its heavy 
plank floor guttered to admit nar- 
row troughs, like eaves spouts, 
which caught the water from the 
“decaying” ice and. conveyed it to

a barrel outside. Watch in hand, 
Tudor stood at the barrel, timed 
the flow and ‘weighed it. The 
runoff was 56 pounds of water 
an hour. Tudor added a deeper 
bank of hay over the top layer 
of ice. The runoff dropped to 30 
odd pounds. He piled earth up 
around the building and reduced 
the flow to a mere 18 pounds an 
hour, which he considered to be 
the minimum, 


The Havana cargo paid out 
prettily. Leaving an agent there, 
Tudor went to Martinique and got 
a 10-year monopoly from the 
French Government. He built an 
icehouse at St. Pierre, and left an 
agent there. Back again in Mas- 
sachusetts he began to get cutting 
rights in the many ponds around 
Boston. He erected storage houses 
by the ponds. He got another 
vessel, He wanted better insula- 
tion. He had tried rice chaff, 
wheat, tan bark, coal dust, and 
pulverized cork. None was good 
enough. Then he hit upon one of 
the most obvious materials in all 
New England—pine sawdust. The 
sawdust worked famously. The 
first cargoes packed in this aro- 
matic refuse of Yankee mills car- 
ried the ice through the hot 
Caribbean with little loss due to 
evaporation. Tudor was elated. 


The man was a dynamo of ideas 
and action. He devised an air- 
tight hatch for his ships. He in- 
vaded the South, putting up an 
icehouse and landing a cargo at 
Charleston in 1820, in New Orleans 
a year later. H® invented what he 
called a Refrigerating Jar, a sort 
of primeval thermos container. 
He told his agents to give the j@rs 
free to such barkeepers as would 
agree to sell cold drinks at the 
same price as warm drinks. If the 
jars were not sufficient induce- 
ment, then the agent was to sup- 
ply free ice for a period, perhaps 
even for a year. But the bar- 
keeper must agree to sell the iced 
drinks as cheaply as the warm. 

Among Tudor’s options for cut- 
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’ 
ting ice was Fresh Pond in Cam- 
bridge. Owner of Fresh Pond 
Hotel was Jacob Wyeth, whose 
son Nathaniel had some novel 
ideas about harvesting ice. Tudor 
hired young Wyeth ih 1824 as 
superintendent of cutting opera- 
tions. With a drive equal to that 
of his employer and an ingenuity 
almost illimitable, Wyeth revolu- 
tionized the methods of harvest- 
ing. He devised special saws, one 
operated by horse power. He in- 
vented special tools, such as tongs 
and pickaroons. He made a great 
auger to hore through a field of 
ice that had water on top, and 
thus to drain it. He adopted the 
curved slip and endless chain 
used in sawmills—making a mov- 
ing belt line from pond to ware- 
house. Under impetus. of Wyeth’s 
mechanical genius and Tudor's 
salesmanship in foreign parts, the 
ice shipped by Tudor rose from 
4000 tons in 1826 to 12,000 tans in 
1836, to 65,000 tons in 1846. 
1 St 


Pt UDOR took care of promotion. 
He ordered his agents to aid in 
establishment of ice cream 

manufacturers and vending places. 

Doctors and nurses were told of 

the great thaumaturgic properties 

of ice packs and of cooling drinks. 

He wrote and broadcast handbills 

describing how food could be pre- 

served with ice. 

The first glass of carbonated 
water of historical record was 
made in 1767 by Joseph Priestley, 
the English Unitarian divine who 
also discovered oxygen. This soda 
water was first bottled and sold 
in America by Townsend Speak- 
man, a Philadelphia druggist, in 
1805. Speakman’s. contribution 
was the addition of fruit. flavors 
to the plain carbonated water. 
Soda pop was the result. Then, 
about 1832, John Matthews, a brass 
founder of Massachussets, in- 
vented the soda fountain, by which 
soda water could be automatically 
made and dispensed. It was soon 
discovered, by nobody but Tudor,

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that these fountain drinks were 
much improved when the mixing 
materials were iced. He and his 
agents saw that they were iced. 
Tudor was the first to send 
northern fruits to the tropics; he 
packed rows of apples into his ice- 
laden ships, and sold them at fan- 
tastically high prices. He at- 
tempted to bring tropical fruits to 
the United States, packed in hay

mack Tudor went, up the Andros- 
coggin, up the Kennebec, and soon 
hundreds of farm boys in those 
regions were spending their win- 
ters cutting river ice for the Ice 
King. 8 

In the 1830’s, Tudor invaded 
India. On the day he learned one 
of his cargoes had arrived at Cal- 
cutta, after being at sea for four 
months and crossing the equator 
twice and was found to have lost 
little in transit due to melting, 
Tudor was proud enough to burst. 
This first cargo of ice to far-off 
India was an adventure that ap- 
pealed to American businessmen, 
Tudor, the madman, became a re- 
spected and romantic figure of 
commerce, 
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Ck was a marvel to the Indians. 
Tudor’s skipper, Capt. Littlefield, 
related how at first many of the 
indignant natives wanted their 
money back after leaving their 
purchases in the sun. Others at- 
tempted to keep the ice by im- 
mersing it in water. A few care- 
ful souls even salted the product 
and when the ice promptly disap- 
peared, they *hought the stuff was 
magic. 


When Tudor was 65 years old, 


: in 1849, he was unquestionably the 
4/i Ice King of the world. In that 
year he shipped. 160,000 tons—to 
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NATIV 
FIRST ICE CREAM. 


and ice, but the ship was set 
afire, apparently by spontaneous 
combustion, and he gave up the 
idea. But it was sound. He wrote 
a letter in which he foresaw a 
huge business in bringing tropical 
fruits to this country. 


Tudor had had his troubles, but 
now new ones all but overwhelmed 
him. His Havana agent renewed 
the ice-monopoly agreement with 
the Spanish Government, but in 
the agent’s name. For the next 
10 years Tudor fought a court bat- 
tle to regain what was rightfully 
his. He won, but meantime re- 
ceived no return from his Cuban 
investment. Then, in 1834, he in- 
vested $150,000, giving mortgages 
on his properties, in a gigantic 
speculation in coffee which failed 
miserably. He was thrown into 
jail for debt. 


Tudor met the disaster with 
‘characteristic directness, “Turn 
me Joose,” he told his creditors, 
“and I will repay you ‘all my ob- 
ligations. I cannot pay them if I 
remain in this jail.” 


They turned him loose, and 14 
years later he had paid off every 
cent, principal and interest, a to- 
tal of $280,154.59. His recovery 
from the coffee disaster and his 
winning of complete economic in- 
dependence in 1849 were due to 

his invasion of the East Indies 


~ and his roughshod and efficient 


manner of handling a rising com- 
petition, 


Other Yankees, who had first 
ridiculed Tudor, were quick to 
catch on; they saw his business 
creeping around the world. They 
began to bid up the cutting rights 
on the handiest ponds. Perhaps 
a score of them started ice ex- 
porting businesses. Tudor beat 
them down, holding most of his 
ponds. Nor did he stop with 
ponds. Before his competitors 
could think of it, up the Merri-

Yates, whose job as radio control 
man of the Canadian. National 
Telegraph forces him to listen to 
network programs nine hours a 
day and in consequence makes 
him a world authority on soap 
opera.

“Mrs. S. writes that 
she didn’t believe her clothes 
could get so clean.” Those two 
sentences were awarded the Cros- 
by prize for incredulity in 1946,

HERE’S A BIT of faded intelli- 
gence concerning “Backstage 
Wife.” On this particular after- 
noon, Mary was recovering from 
the effects of having been 
drugged, locked in a room and 
left to die by some one charitably 
described as “mentally not well.” 
I remember this with particular 
clarity because it was the same 
afternoon that Stella Dallas,

135 pounds; yet he was a natural 
leader and maintained an almost 
military discipline among his em- 
ployes. 


The old man never failed to 
watch the weather closely in 
winter. “The frost covers the win- 
dows,” he wrote in his diary, “the 
wheels creak, the boys run, winter 
rules, and $50,000 worth of ice 
floats for me on Fresh Pond.” 


(That he always wrote “Ice” with 


a capital letter may indicate some- 
thing.) Once an unseasonable 
thaw drove the old man frantic. 
As the eaves continued to drip, 
he tore out of his house in Bos- 
ton, bought or rented a vast 
quantity of sailcloth, and had it 
hurried to one of his ponds and 
spread on poles like a tent, to 
keep the sun from getting at the 
ice. 

Four years before his death, in 
1864, at 80, the Ice King had the 
satisfaction of seeing his ships 
carrying his ice to 53 ports scat- 
tered all over the world. In 1860 
he sent out 363 cargoes. In that 
year he turned management of his 
company over to a son. The com- 
pany flourished for another quar- 
ter of a century, or until natural 
ice began to give way before the 
inroads of the artificially made 
product,

Season's Best Play 


How All My Sons’ 
Won Critics Award 


By Brooks Atkinson 


(Reprinted from the New York Times of April 1 


T a cocktail party at the Algonquin this afternoon Arthur Miller 

will be knighted by the New York Drama Critics Circle for his 

current drama, “All My Sons.” It is the critics’ choice ag the 
best new play of the season. Suitable ceremonies also will be con- 
ducted in honor of “Brigadoon,” which was selected as the best new 
musical play of the season, and Jean-Paul Sartre, author of “No 
Exit,” which was selected as the best foreign drama of the season. 
To this department, all these selections are eminently ‘satisfactory 
—particularly in the instance of “No Exit,” which was not loved ‘by 
the public and had only a brief run in the theater. 

The selections show how high-minded and discerning our Gotham 
reviewers are, which is something that needs frequent documentation. 


There is a slanderous superstition abroad, doubtless the result of | 


wishful thinking, that they are a rancorous and ignoble parcel of 
egotists who quarrel with each other’s opinions. It is true that they 
do show a disposition toward anarchy. When John Mason Brown, 
the president, closes the meetings he is shouting more desperately 
than when he opens them. For the reviewers have a lamentable‘ 
tendency to become preoccupied with their own brilliance as a 
meeting progresses and forget the respect they owe the chair. 


NEARLY ALL OF on ties x. * Oe from some grave ail- 
ment which has to be described and explained before the meeting 
warms up, together with any possible remedies. I'm not feeling 
well George Jean Nathan usually introduces as the opening 
line to the prologue. Most critics also suffer from insomnia when 
they are not in the theater. But, contrary to the popular impression, 
all critics are at all times scholars and gentlemen who converse 
exclusively in highly sustained colloquies of wit. 

Sometimes in the past the critics have been unable to muster a 
majority vote for any one play—a negative situation which is re- 
garded as injurious to sound public relations. But this year the 


Circle inaugurated a system of preferential voting, known as the 


Shipley plan, which guarantees the selection of a play. Mr. Shipley, 
who wears a professional goatee, is regarded as the Euclidian of the 
Circle because he can count up to quite a huge figure, which makes 
him unique among his colleagues. In the autumn he proposed that 
in a preliminary ballot, which was to be signed, each critic vote for 
the play he regarded as the best. In the preferential ballot all these 
plays would be regarded as nominations. Every reviewer then was 
to be required to list all the nominated plays on his ballot, grading 
them according to his estimation of their worth. If, as in this year’s 
instance, there were five plays on the ballot, each critic would 
assign five units to his first choice, four to his second; etc. 


THIS PROPOSAL 3 4 except Mr. Shipley, who 
works for The New Leader, a literate political organ that is not 
confused by anything. Mr. Brown consulted a lawyer, who explained 
the mathematical technique and confirmed the wisdom of the system. 
Confronted with a new idea, all the rest of us wandered around in 
a daze of figures, suspicion and apprehension. But the system has 
produced an interesting tabulation of the Circle’s attitude toward all 
the plays mentioned in the preliminary signed ballot. The result of 
the signed ballot was as follows: “All My Sons,” 12 votes; “The Ice- 
man Cometh,” 6; “Another Part of the Forest,” 4; “Joan of Lorraine,” 
2;. “Brigadoon,” 1. 

On the 3 ballot everybody 3 these five plays in 
the order of his relative choice and the results were as follows: “All 
My Sons,” 86 units; “The Iceman Cometh,” 80; “Another Part of the 
Forest,” 72; “Joan of Lorraine,” 55; “Brigadoon,” 53. Two absent 
members, Wolcott Gibbs and Joseph Wood Krutch, both Ul, who had 
voted by proxy in the preliminary ballot, were dropped in the prefer- 
ential ballot because, brilliant as the Circle is, no one could guess 
what relative values Mr. Gibbs and Mr. Krutch would assign. | 


SINCE BURNS e critic Basins of The News, is an 
honorary member of the Circle and therefore relatively honest, he 
was entrusted with the responsibility of tallying the ballots. Every- 
body was quite satisfied with the results of the Shipley plan—except 
Mr. Nathan, who found himself compelled to assign a unit value to 
“Brigadoon,” which he regards as a barefaced plagiarism from the 
Middle High Germanic epics amd the Icelandic runes, with which 
he is intimate, but unable to mention “The Fatal Weakness,” which 
he régards as the most coruscating comedy since Terence. “The 
whole thing is a swindle,” said Mr. Nathan. “I’m never again going 
to take part in any such voting.” “Nevertheless, the Shipley plan 
stands,” declared Mr. Brown. : 


AT THE END of the ** ard Morehouse and I were com- 
missioned to write a citation for All My Sons“ —a task that could 
be finished quickly since Mr. Morehouse, an alert journalist, had 
sagaciously anticipated the result of the balloting, had neatly typed 
out a citation for “All My Sons” before the meeting convened and 
had it concealed in his pocket. With a few petty alterations it was 
thoroughly satisfactory. The citation reads: “To ‘All My Sons’— 
because of the frank and uncompromising presentation of a timely 
and important theme, because of the honesty of the writing and the 
cumulative power of the scenes, and because it reveals a genuine 
instinct for the theater in an intelligent and thoughtful new play- 
wright.” 

This citation was unanimously accepted by the Circle with the 
further proviso that, since it is universal, catholic and interchange- 
able, it stands as the Circle’s permanent award for all future plays, 
all of which it will fit perfectly. It could also be sold on greeting 
cards for a small royalty. “Once a critic, always a critic, I suppose,” 
Mr. Nathan muttered morosely as he studied the litérary style of our 
thoughtful salute to Mr. Miller’s vigorous drama, The drama critics 
are all discerning people. 


(Editor’s note: “All ur sont * opened in New Tork Jan. 
29 of this year, is a highly dramatic, terss and bitter play about 
an affectionate family—the Kellers—settled down to a normal life 
after the last war in an undefined Amerfcan town. The father, a 
small industrialist, had turned out some defective plane parts in his 
plant during the war, with the result that 21 pilots were killed.

The comedy about the warfare 
against hoop-skirts in 1861. in 
“Cicero Falls” is supposed to be 
fictional, but there seems little 
doubt it was inspired by the tem- 
pestuous career of Mrs. Amelia 
Jenks Bloomer, wife of the post- 
master of Seneca Falls, N.Y., in 
the middle of the last century. 
Mrs. Bloomer edited a magazine 
called “The Lily,” in which she 
fought for women’s rights, and 
against women’s wrongs, which 
naturally included the heavy, cum- 
bersome hoopskirt. She was vis- 
ited by Mrs. Elizabeth Smith Mil- 
ler, who in 1849 had startled 


Washington by being the first 


American woman to wear trousers 
at a public reception. Mrs. Bloom- 
er was made an immediate and 
zealous convert. She blossomed 
out-in a pair of harem pants from 
Turkey. Over the pants she wore 
a dress that came below her 
knees, it is true, so the net gain 
for women's rights was dubious, 
but it was considered quite sensa- 
tional at the time.

Her detractors promptly labeled 
the harem garment “bloomers,” 
and the label stuck. Bloomers 
were ridiculed out of existence for 

a time but attained respectability 
in the 1890s. Even as short a 
time ago as the 1920s the gar- 
ments were generally worn by 
high school girls for gymnastics 
and basketball and. didn't even 
rate a hoot, Probably even today 
they’re adorning girl hockey teams 
in institutions which shudder at 
the idea of shorts, 

Anyway, this material was 
seized upon by two Hollywood 
writers, Dan and Lilith James, as 
material for a screen play. They 
didn’t sell it as a movie script, 
but it was grabbed up by Arlen 
and Harburg, John C. Wilson, a 
producer, and Sig Herzig and 
Fred Saidy, writers who were 
searching for a plot for a musical.

At the Battle 
of Hastings on October 14, 1066, 
King Harold II was slain and the 
English forces were defeated by 
William (the Conqueror) of 
Normandy. The French-speaking 
Normans found the English to be 
scarcely more than bucolic tribes- 
men who spoke a rude form of 
‘Low German called Anglo-Saxon. 


As time went on, the language 
of the conquered English became 
greatly enriched by the adoption 
of words from the more refined 
and expressive tongue of the Nor- 
mans, and by Latin words which 
were introduced by Middle Age 
scholars. 


When Modern English evolved, 
it — roughly, of these ele- 
ments: 


French — — — — 35 per cent 
Anglo-Saxon — — 25 per cent 
Latin — — — — — 16 per cent 
Greek — — — — 14 per cent 
All others — — — 10 per cent 


However, English is still basi- 
cally a Germanic tongue—its 

is Germanic, its work- 
oes words (articles, pronouns, 
prepositions, conjunctions, etc.) 
are Germanic, and the simple 
words of the ordinary affairs of 
life are Germanic, like: man, wom- 
an, child, house, farm, field, bread, 
food, water, eat, sleep, drink, 
cook, sew, plough, cow, hog, sheep.

IT HAS BEEN said that Anglo- 
Saxon is the skeleton of our lan- 
guage, and French, together with 
a little Latin, is the flesh and 
blood. Thus it is that practically 
all our words expressing common- 
place, rudimental ideas are Anglo- 
Saxon, while our abstract words 
of refinement, culture, and civili- 
zation are French and Latin. 

Our language, then, is composed 
mostly of two antagonistic ele- 
ments: the Anglo-Saxon (Ger- 
manic), and the Romance 
(French and Vulgar Latin). 
Despite the fact that French 
and Latin make up more than 
one-half of our total words, we 
who speak English still have Ger- 
manic tongues. We find our 
Anglo-Saxon words easy and nat- 
urally to say, and spell, and use. 
Most of our language difficulties 
come from the Romance element. 
We find such words hard to pro- 
nounce, hard to spell, and hard to 


sh grammar has been 
made all but incomprehensible 
because the scholars who invented 
it sought to pattern it after Latin, 
and adopted Latin terms for its 
nomenclature, whereas English is 
an inflectionless language that is 
as non-Latin in form as any other 
Germanic tongue.

real decline in retail trade. Not 
only housing, but all construction 
fell off notably. 

Manufacturing employment con- 
tinued to rise in the St. Louis 
area, but fell short of the postwar 
level predicted by the Committee 
on Economic Development. The 
report declared that “jobs were 
becoming harder to find. Appli- 
cants were more numerous in 
January than in December. . . but 
placements. .. went up a much 
smaller amount.” 

The report covers the first quar- 
ter of 1947. “There is no question 
that business in general is still 
good; and in almost all cases in- 
dividual firms are prosperous,” 
the report states in summary. 
“Most business men are optimis- 
tic about the continuation of a 
high level of business activity, 
although few of them expect it 
to remain at its present peak.” 

Failure of Housing Boom. 

Failure of a post-war housing 
boom to materialize was dramatic. 
In St. Louis, which fared some- 
what worse in this respect than 
some other cities in the region, 
the number of building permits 
issued in February, 1947, was only 
157, as compared to 218 for the 


same month in 1946—a decrease of 
28 per cent. Ofgthese, most ap-

parently were for high-cost proj- 
ects, because the value declined 
only 7.2 per cent. 

The price rise during the same 
period February this year com- 
pared to February last year —was 
equally dramatic. The consumers 
price index in St. Louis rose from 
128.1 to 151.6, and the cost of food 
index from 142.3 to 188.4. The 
St. Louis consumers price index 
stood somewhat under the nation- 
al index, 152.8, last February, but 
the cost of food index was higher 
in St. Louis than the national fig- 
ure, 182.3 

These price index increases more 
than offset the 10 per cent retail 
trade dollar volume increase re- 
potted last February, as compared 
to February, 1946. Despite the 
pricing advantage, some lines 
showed a dollar volume decrease 
—shoe stores reported a 24 per 
cent drop and all apparel lines de- 
creased. Other large decreases 
were reported in St, Louis by auto- 
mobile accessory dealers, jewelers, 
bars and liquor stores.

disappointing. Retailers, said the 
report, “are faced with a problem 
in getting rid of inferior goods 
accumulated during and since the 
war. There has been a consider- 
able increase in price resistance, 
as evidenced by the sharp drop in 
shoe and apparel sales. Many re 
tailers expect a drop in prices... 
in numerous lines now reported to 
be priced out of the market.” 
Department store sales showed 
a 5 per cent increase in February 
of this year over the same month 
a year ago, but, meanwhile, de- 
partment store stocks increased 
by 66 percent. The report declares 
that “it would appear that inven- 


tories . . are in fact somewhat 


high.“ 

In the St. Louis area manufac- 
turing employment in January 
was estimated at 248,000, which 
was 26 per cent below the wartime 
peak and 7 per cent below the 
Committee on Economic Develop- 
ment estimates. Total non-agri- 
cultural employment in January 
was 671,000, an increase of 25 per 
cent over the end of 1940, but 6 
per cent below the wartime peak 
and 7 per cent below the C.E.D. 
estimate. 

Meanwhile debits to deposit ac- 
counts in St. Louis showed a 28 
per cent increase in February 1947 
over the same month last year; 
consumption of industrial elec- 
tricity was up 6.5 per cent; retail 
furniture sales were up 4 per cent 
(dollar volume); post office re- 
ceipts were up 14 per cent and 
cars interchanged by the Termi- 
na] Railroad Association increased 
by 11.3 per cent. 

“Pessimism” Over Housing. 

The outlook for housing con- 
struction is noted as being marked 
by “considerable pessimism.” 
Housing costs continue to rise. 

The general economic outlook, 
for the Central Missouri Valley re- 
gion as a whole, is given as un- 
certain. “There is no doubt that 
all firms must look carefully to 
inventory and 


pricing policies,” the report con- 
cludes. 

“There is a solid basis for a 
high 5 level of business 
activity in the backlog of demand 
for durable goods and housing, but 
there are also many pitfalls. for 
the unwary business man, Store 
managers and proprietors can no 
longer count on selling anything 
and everything to pleading cus- 
tomers. Manufacturers will have 
to work a little harder to sell their 
products, and in many cases will 


have to improve the quality.” 


The Central Missouri Valley re- 
gion includes most of Missouri, 
Illinois, Indiana, Arkansas, Ten- 
nessee ‘and Kentucky. Labor stop- 
pages in the first quarter were 
“negligible” in the region, and did 
not play an important part in the 
economic picture, the report de- 
clares.

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RECRUITING DRIVE 
TOBE INTENSIFIED 
IN HGH SCHOOLS 


Those e Next 
Month to Be Solicited 
if They Can't Continue 


Edueation. 


The second anniversary of VE. 
next Thursday will mark an 
intensification of the drive by the 
United States Army Recruiting 
Service to enlist high school 
graduates for the Regular Army, 
it was announced yesterday. 
Those in charge of the cam- 
paign are making a special appeai 
to those young men who find 
themselves unable to continue 
their formal education after grad- 
uation next month. A peacetime 
strength of 1,070,000 men on a 
100 per cent volunteer basis is 
the aim of the service by next 
July 1. It is expected that by the 
middle of this month, the last in- 
ductee will have been separated 
from the service. 


In talks before high school 
groups and in paid advertise- 
ments in newspapers and over the 
radio, the Recruiting Service will 
point out that almost every trade 
of civil life is practiced in the 
Army and that the training of- 
fered there will stand the recruit 
in good stead whether he remains 
in the Army or enters industry at 
the expiration of his enlistment. 


Broad Variety of 

A broad variety of training re- 
sults from the multiplicity of 
duties being assumed by the new 
Army. It maintains occupation 
forces and provides military gov- 
ernments in conquered countries. 
It has garrisons in outlying pos- 
sessions and it must keep global 
lines in service over thousands of 
miles of ocean routes. 

In keeping up a substantial 
military establishment, it is con- 
stantly training new men needed 
for an Army of this size, conducting 
experimentation and research in 
many fields of science and in- 
dustry and undertaking its cus- 
tomary peacetime tasks at home 
and in the territories. - 

This last category includes a 
huge backlog of port and river 
improvements, flood- and disease- 
control projects, aviation and 
weather studies and much other 
work which was postponed when 
» the waging of war became the pri- 
mary consideration, 

18-to-22 Age Bracket. 

The recruiting drive is directed 
largely at men in the 18 to 22 age 
bracket because it is felt the 
young American will retain his 
characteristic individuality while 
his traditional curiosity about ma- 
chinery, weapons and equipment 
make him easy to train and 
amenable to discipline.

the Army upon whose strength 
those commitments are based, the 
Recruiting Service said.

PHILIPPINE WORKERS PROPOSE 
SEVERING ALL TIES WITH U.S,

MANILA, May 3—What few for- 
mal ties exist between the United 
States and the Philippines would 
be severed if Filipino workers had 
their way. 

Repeal of the Philippine trade 
relations act, and withdrawal of 
American troops and bases from 
Philippine territory are demanded 
in a petition now before President 
Manuel A. Roxas. It is only a 
few weeks since the two countries 
signed a military aid pact. Ap- 
proved by 25,000 workers, the res- 
olution was one of nine pro- 
claimed by organized labor as part 
of Manila's first May day observ- 
ances since the birth of the re 
public. 

As workers marched in a pa- 
rade and leaders delivered appro- 
priate speeches, the Philippine 
House of Representatives moved 
another step toward a “new deal” 
for labor. It approved and sent 
to the Senate a bill which would 
make a Philippine worker a part- 
ner “for the duration of his em- 
ployment in any public or private 
enterprise operating under the 
laws of the Philippines.” 2 


SPECIAL LIBRARY DISPLAYS 
FOR RELIGIOUS BOOK WEEK 


Special displays in the public 
libraries this week will mark the 
St. Louis observance of Religious 
Book Week, designed to promote 
reading of books of spiritual 
value. Churches and synagogues 
will call attention to the observ- 
ance. 

Religious Book Week was initi- 
ated by the National Conference 
of Christians and Jews in 1943, 10 
years after the mass burning of 
books by the Nazis. 

The Rev. Daniel A. Lord, 8. J., 
of St. Louis, editor of the Queen’s 
Work, is one of the religious lead- 
ers sponsoring selection of books 
recommended for members of the 
Protestant, Catholic and Jewish 
faiths. An inter-religious commit- 
tee has prepared a list of 50 
books, including works of biog- 
raphy, history, sociology, philoso- 
phy and poetry as well as fiction.

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Survey of Teachers’ Wage Plight 
Reveals Condition Is World-Wide 


Strikes or Threatened Strikes in 13 Countries 
—UNESCO to Draft Charter in Hope 


of Improving Status. 


By DAVID TAYLOR MARKE 


NEW YORK, May 3 (AP)—The 
teacher problem is global. A sur- 
vey of education trends in 13 
countries in recent months shows 
there have been strikes or threat- 
ened strikes by teachers demand- 
ing higher salaries and better 
teaching conditions in Japan, 
Mexico, Ireland, India, Puerto 
‘Rico, Bermuda, Canada, Costa 
Rica, Hungary, Boliva, South Af- 
rica, Panama and Italy. 

Even before the rash of teach- 
ers’ strikes in the United States, 
instructors in Japan, Ireland, Bo- 
livia, Hungary and India had 


walked out. They won what they 


had asked for only in Japan. 

The strikes followed no pat- 
tern. Dr. William G. Carr, asso- 
ciate secretary of the National 
Education As ociation, says the 
strike weapon hes been used only 
as a desperate effort to obtain re- 
lief. 

There has been much teacher 


unrest in Latin America. In Mex- 


— 


ico, 35,000 teachers in six states, 
members of the National Syndi- 
cate of Teachers, held a one-hour 
stoppage in November 1946 in pro- 
test against low salaries and high 
costs. Almost half of Puerto 
Rico's 9000 school teachers struck 
until a special session of the leg- 
islature granted salary increases. 

Costa Rica teachers gained a 
35 per cent increase (they had 
demanded 75 per cent); Bermuda 
voted an increase that fell Short 
of rising costs. Panama sought to 
placate striking pupils protesting 
against existing salary schedules 
and the consequent teacher short- 
ages by mo to bring back 
20 instructors completing special 
training at Columbia University in 
New York. 

In Rome 50,000 dissatisfied Ital- 
ian school teachers struck for 
higher pay, closing 3000 schools. 

There have been threats of 
strikes at Queenstown, South Afri- 
ca, and St. Johns, New Bruns- 
wick, in Canada. 

— Minimum Salaries. - 

According to information here, 
minimum salaries paid primary 
school teachers range from $2 a 
month in the native states of In- 
dia to $160 a month paid Scandi- 
navian primary school teachers. 
Secondary school salaries are 
somewhat higher. 

“The $160 . month paid to Scan- 
dinavian school teachers, how- 
ever,” says “ohannes Sandvin, a 
Norwegian secondary school 
teacher studying at Teachers Col- 
lege, Columbia University, “is 
really equal to $320 in terms of 
what one can buy with the Nor- 
wegian crown.” navian 
countries were conspicuously free 
of teacher disputes. 

According to figures supplied by 
various Cconsulate-generals and by 
foreign students now studying at 
Columbia University, primary 
school teachers in Hungary re- 
ceive as low as $2 in cash per 
month; in British India and Ja- 
pan, $10; in Poland, $18; Brazil, 
$25; The Netherlands, $30; Greece, 
China, Iraq, Czechoslovakia and 
Russia, $40; Chila, $50; Bermuda, 
$55; Egypt, $62.25; Canada, South 
Africa and France, $75; Turkey, 
$80; Cuba; $96: England, $105; 
Palestine, in Jewish controlled 
schools, $120. 

Secondary Schools. 

Secondary school teachers fare 
somewhat better. In the native 
Indian ‘states they receive as lit- 
tie as $8 per month; British In- 
dia, 328; Poland, $30; Bermuda 
and Russia, $55; Greece, Czecho- 
slovakia, Brazil and Chile, $60; 
China and Iraq, $80; The Nether- 
lands, $95; Canada and France, 


: cla 


and Turkey, $110; Cuba and Jew- 
ish-controlled schools in Palestine, 
$200; Norway, $235. 

In most countries ‘teachers in 
urban centers earn more, while in- 
crements at stated intervals, cost 
of living bonuses and additional 
sums for children add to the yearly 
stipend. In some states, such as 
England, China and Iraq, teachers 
with college degrees receive higher 
salaries for comparable work. 

Usually, teachers are paid on 
a par with other government 
workers, but much lower than 
most professional men or skilled 
workers. 

For example, in Czechoslovakia, 
miners earn about $130 a month, 
other skilled workers about $80. 
Even unskilled workers earn more 
than the teachers’ $40 a month. 

With the exceptions of Jewish- 
controlled schools in Palestine and 
the western part of Canada, dif- 
ferences exist in the salary sched- 
ules of men and women in Eng- 
land, Australia, New Zealand, 
South Africa, India and the eastern 
part of Canada. 

In Norway, all teachers receive 
the same hourly pay, but female 
teachers work nine fewer hours. 
Elsewhere, in most cases women 
receive as much as the men. 


In South America 


In most South American coun- 
tries, says one of the Columbia 
students, Miss Anna G. Figueroa, 
general supervisor of high schools, 
Ministry of Education, Chile, 
teachers earn ‘so little that they 
must hold two jobs and some- 
times three in order to survive. 

In France, comments Georges 
Belbenoit, a French secondary 
school teacher, the secondary 
school teacher will earn as much 
as $250 a month after 25 years, 
but all hig life he is hard put to 
— the position expected of 

m. 

The situation is so serious, says 
Dr. Carr, “That it is proposed 
there be an international review 
of the situation and perhaps an 
international charter of the rights 
and responsibilities of teachers 
and employers.” 

In England, the McNair com- 
mittee appointed to examine into 
the conditions of teachers and 
youth leaders, recently reported 
that teachers can no longer be 
regarded “as a race apart” but 
that teaching must be regarded 
as a profession and be paid at a 
level Commensurate with a pro- 
fession. 

In France, a commission ap- 
pointed by the Ministry of Edu- 
cation declared “It is not right 
to demand in preparation, conduct 
and authority, a social role, an 
exemplary professional conscience 
from a public official, who in his 
environment is among the low- 
liest, and whose salary is ridicul- 
ous when compared with the 
salaries paid by the state to some 
officials from whom it demands 
far less, and more particularly 
when compared with those paid 
in private industry.“

Manufacturing Failures 
Top Total in Wholesale- 
Retail Trade for First 
Time. : 


By T. E. APPLEGATE. 

NEW YORK, May 3 (AP)— 
Business failures, which were at 
a record low rate just a year ago, 
now show a steady increase—the 
plainest evidence that competitive 
markets are back in many fields. 

Principal casualties thus far 
have been manufacturing enter- 
prises, 

Statisticians of Dun & Brad- 
street, whose records on failures 
extend back to 1857, say manufac- 
turing failures outnymbered whole- 
saling and retailing failures in 


1946 for the first time in Ameri- 
can business history. The trend 
has continued into 1947. For the 
first two months this year 159 in- 
solvencies in the manufacturing 
division were reported, with lia- 
bilities totaling $18,674,000. 

These failures have accounted 
largely for an upturn in average 
liability from only $11,000 in 1942 
to around $70,000 thus far in 1947. 

Peak In Number of Firms. 
The current high total of all 
businesses in the nation, observers 
Bay, would exaggerate the effect 
of any business récession on the 
upswing in failures. 

Listings in the Dun & Brad- 
street reference book, which in- 
clude all types of business which 
are seekers of commercial credit, 
have more than recovered from 
the falling-off that accompanied 
war mobilization. The current to- 
tal of approximately 2,500,000 is 
about 300,000 above the previous 
peak of 1942.

More Retailers than Needed. 


A. M. Sullivan, associate editor 
of Dun’s Review, says that “we 
have always had more retailers 
and retail services than are actual- 
ly required for the physical dis- 
tribution of goods.” . 


He added, however, that “there 
is considerable evidence that a 
new crop of retailers are making 
a calculated approach to the risks 
on their capital as well as their 
opportunities for profit. The new- 
er retailers are inclined to be 
more orderly merchants and better 
record keepers.” 


Although conceding that “the

tested under competitive stress, 
and have yet to fight their way 
through a bad season or two.”

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New Drug, Mesantoin, Developed 


In Effort to 


Control Epilepsy 


In Test of Nearly 1000 Compounds Only 
Seven Types Have Shown Results 
Cause of Disease Sought. — 


By ALTON L. BLAKESLEE. 
Associated Press Science Writer. 

NEW YORK, May 3 (AP)— A 
new drug, mesantoin, now is con- 
trolling some attacks of epilepsy, 
a disease affecting 750,000 Ameri- 
cans. 

It is the fourth new medicine 
developed within the last 10 years, 
when a systematic search was be- 
gun to find chemical keys to this 
baffling ailment. The search now 
gives promise of producing even 
better medicine, and might lead 
discovery of the cause of epi- 


pay. 

The first drug was dilantin 
sodium. It controls seizures in 
about half the cases of grand 
mal, the type of epilepsy in which 
u person falls and has convulsions, 
says Dr. H. Houston Merritt of 
Montefiore Hospital, New York. 
It reduces the seizures in about 
another 25 per cent of cases. 

Mesantoin, developed in Boston, 
has shown ability to control some 
cases of grand mal, including a 
few that did not respond to dilan- 


tin, Dr. Harry L. Kozol says, Its ing 


full effectiveness is being worked 
out. 

In the last few years, two other 
chemicals, glutamic acid and 
tridione, have been used success- 
fully in treating some cases of 
petit mal, a less severe form of 
epilepsy in which the person loses 
consciousness for perhaps only/C 
seconds but does not fall or have 
a convulsion. One of the oddities 
is that these two drugs are not 
effective against grand mal, and 
dilantin and mesantoin do not 


help in petit mal. 7 

Other Drugs Sought. 

Several research centers in the 
United States are making a pains- 
taking search for completely ef- 
fective drugs. 

Nearly 1000 different com- 
pounds have been tested at Monte- 
fiore Hospital in a p di- 
rected by Dr. Merritt, chief of the 
hospital's division of neuropsychi- 
try, and Dr. Tracy J. Putman, di- 
rector of the Neurological Insti- 
tute of New York. Their work 
produced dilantin in 1937. 

Only about 80 of the compounds 
have shown any promise in ani- 
mal test, Dr. Merritt said. Of 
these, all but 10 or 15 have been 
discarded because of bad aside 
reactions, taste, or other reasons. 
One of those remaining, he said, 
is by far the most superior yet to 
turn up in the animal experiments. 
It will be some time however, 
before more complete work and 
human tests can be made. 


In all the tests, Dr. Merritt 
ald, seven different types of com- 
pounds have been found that 
show some ability to control con- 
vulsions. All of them apparently 
have something in common, and 
finding this common denominator 
might lead to the real answer to 
controlling epilepsy. The prob- 
lem is to build a chemical key 
which isolates this common de- 
nominator, or contains it without 
having elements that are toxic or 
dangerous. 

Unknown Factors. 


The search is complicated. When 
an effective anti-convulsant is ad- 
minstered, no one knows whether 
the human body uses it in that 
form, or changes it to something 


It might be found that some 
body hormone or unknown vita- 
“min is responsible for the sei- 
mures, or even that they result 
from something wrong elsewhere 
in the body than the nervous 
system. The seizures apparently 
occur because of some blocking 
or abnormal discharge or nervous 
impulses.

ICAO. 

It happens that the United 
States made its first modern air 
agreement with Spain in 1944 and 
that Spain was the twenty-sixth 
nation (26 were necessary) to 
ratify ICAO. 

Ejecting the Spaniards is likely 
to be a bothersome job,

This calls for ratification 
o-thirds of the member 
countries. The ICAO assembly will 
be asked to vote on a resolution 
requesting Spain to abstain from 
ICAO pending ratification of the 
ouster amendment. 

Only 38 countries qualified for 
membership by depositing ratifi- 
cation notices 30 days prior to the 
assembly, but it is believed that 
the assembly will waive the tech- 
nicality for countries which de- 
posit their notices by May 6. 

Five PICAO interim council 
members — Belgium, Colombia, El 
Salvador, Iraq and Norway—have 
not yet qualified, but some have 
nearly completed the process. 

In the new council, Australia 
may attempt to turn over its seat 
to New Zealand, and Norway its 
seat to Sweden. 

The ICAO membership includes 
Afghanistan, Argentina, Australia, 
Bolivia, Brazil, Canada, Chile, 
China, Czechoslovakia, Denmark, 
Dominican Republic, Egypt, Ethi- 
opia, France, Greece, dia, Ice-

Giant Snails Threaten Crops 
And Traffic on Pacific Isles 


Brought to Carolines and Marianas by Japs, 
They’ve Multiplied Astronomically

HQNOLULU, T. H., May 3— 
Giant African snails, brought into 
the Caroline and Marianas islands 
by the Japanese to help feed their 
garrisons, now threaten the live- 
lihood of the natives. So astrono- 


that all the native crops are 
menaced, On some islands — Ko- 
ror, Ponape, Babelthaup and Rota 
the snails are so thick they send 
jeeps skidding off the road. 


One snail can lay from 200 to 
400 eggs in a single night. It 
doesn’t even need a mate, for the 
snail is bisexual. Eggs hatch in 
four to 10 days. From one snail 
to 1,000,000 snails is just a matter 
of days. And these snails aren’t 
midgets; they are bigger than a 
man's fist, many of them growing 
to six inches long. 

Hawaii's sugar industry has had 
a case of jitters ever since the 
snail made its appearance here in 


small numbers nine years ago. 


Many Six Inches Long. 


Entomologists in the Carolines 
had a flicker of hope, recently 
when a mysterious disease swept 
the snail population on some out- 
lying islands, killing millions of 
them. The entomologists quickly 
scattered sick snails among the 
well ones, then they sat back 
hopefully to observe the results. 
The plan didn’t work. Healthy 
snails stayed healthy. 

“The only real solution is to find 
the snail's natural enemy,” said 
Dr. Howard G. MacMillan, chief 
agriculturist of the United States 
Commercial Co., which supervises 
the native’s economy. “In Africa 
the snail has so many enemies 
that it isn’t considered a pest.” 

Poison bait kills the snails, but 
it is expensive and offers no per- 
manent control. 

We can’t go on feeding snails 
for the rest of our lives,” said Dr. 
MacMillan. 

The snails are not fussy. They 
will eat almost anything green, 
but they favor sweet potatoes and 
bananas.

Raging Storm Breaks Ship Into Three Pieces, 
Drowns 40 Sailors, Eight-Man Rescue Crew 


By ROBERT E. HANNON of the PICTURES Staff 


OR four days a violent.North Atlantic gale 
lashed the rocky coasts of Great Britain. Hun- 
dred-mile-an-hour winds whipped teeming rain 

into a blinding curtain, giant waves crashed over 
off-shore rocks and . Vessels, wallowing in 
turbulent seas, crackled the air with distress calls. 

Where the Atlantic cuts into Britain's southwest 
coast to form Bristol] Channel, a 7000-ton tanker, the 
Samtampa, fought to stay clear of the wreck-strewn 
Welsh headlands. The ex-Li ship, an Amer- 
ican contribution to Britain's wartime merchant 
fleet, groaned and shuddered as towering waves 
smashed over its decks. 

As the storm gained in fury, the Samtampa’s 
steering gear snapped. The ship spun crazily. As 
if the vessel were a toy, a huge wave picked it up, 

ed it on Sker Rock. The Samtampa broke into 
three pieces, its 40 crewmen swept into the sea. 

Residents of the nearby village of Porthcawl, 
seeing the plight of the stricken ship, summoned 
aid from the rescue station at Mumbles, across 
Swansea Bay. In the gallant tradition of the res- 

\ 


cue service, eight men disregarded the peril to 
themselves, put out in a 30-foot motor-powered life- 
boat. A stone’s throw from shore, the boat 
capsized. The eight perished. 

Elsewhere other vessels were in trouble. Off 
the Cornish coast the veteran British battleship War- 


spite, in tow to a salvage yard, was ‘driven hard 
aground, left a helpless hulk. The American tug 
Farallon, its navigation aids smashed and her mas- 


ter injured, groped its way into Plymouth. An 
American freighter, the Robert H. Harrison, lost its 
propeller off the Irish coast; the Orbis, its steering 
1 disabled, drifted near Start Point off Devon. 
8 trawler, the Rosa Maria, went down 
off Fastnet, Ireland, with 12 hands aboard; another 
trawler, the Benghazi, went aground off Scotland. 
The liner Mauretania took shelter in Liverpool. 
The storm finally blew itself out. When the

HICKEN paprika is a colorful, piquant version of Amer- 
ican smothered, or fricasseed chicken.

Many cooks add sour cream during the last 
ve minutes of simmering but Martin Ehlinger, chef at 
eadowbrook try Club, omits it. He prefers to serve 
2 paprika with its rich, unthickened gravy and small 
umplings. 3 
o make chicken paprika place four tablespoons 
chicken fat or butter in a heavy saucepan or stewpot. 
Add diced vegetables and braise for 10 minutes over a 
slow fire. Then put in chicken pieces and season with two 
tablespoons salt. Cover pan and simmer until chicken 
is tender. 

For dumplings soak two heaping cups cracker or mat- 
zoth crumbs in cold water for a few minutes. Drain and 
squeeze dry. Heat four tablespoons chicken fat or butter 
in a skillet, add one-half medium onion, minced, and fry 
to a light golden brown. Add soaked crumbs and cook, 
stirring well, until mixture leaves side of skillet without 
sticking. Remove from heat, add two teaspoons salt, one- 
fourth teaspoon each pepper, ginger, and nutmeg. Then 
stir in four slightly beaten eggs. Add enough cracker or 
matzoth meal to make a soft dough.
